REVIKW OF THE HOME DEPARTMENT. 



To go back a twelve month and retrace the way by which our Lord 
has led us, bringing before your vision to-day the many important and 
interesting events of the year, nith their lights and shadows, is a well 
nigh hopeless task; hence a brief summary is all thai can be given in the 
time allotted this report. 

Our list of Executive ohicers has suffered changes thii^ year. Miss 
[lope S, Martyn who came to us in somewhat delicate health, found her 
strength unequal to the confinement and pressure of work in our rooms, 
and in June she left us for a period of rest. It was hoped a long summer 
vacation would restore her, hut in August shesent her resignation, saying 
that though she was improving, it was not thought wise to at this time 
resume her duties. It was with regret we felt obliged to yield to this 
decision, but in heart and spirit she is still one of us. 

It is with sadness we have to record the death of one of our Executive 
Itoaid, After fourteen years of loving, faithful service in this cause, Aug. 
3rd, our beloved Miss Mary E. Greene was called home, to " go no more 
out forever." She was born in Boston, .April 3rd, 1832, of "royal lineage," 
daughter of David Greene and grand daughter of Jeremiah Evarts. She 
graduated at Bradford .Academy, at the age of 19, soon after the death of 
her mother in 1851, and the following years were spent at home, bearing 
the responsibilities that fall upon the eldest daughter in a motherless 
family. In the Autumn of 1B68, two years aflerthe death of her honored 
father, she retnoved from the family home, which for many years had been 
in Westboro, Mass. and came to live with her sister, Mrs. L. H. Bontell, 
in Evanston, 111. She soon became associated with the work of our Board, 
then in its first year, and after the Presbyterians withdrew, she was, in Jan. 
1E70, elected Recording Secretary. Except in 1874, when she was laid 
asideby illness, she had official connection with our Board. In Feb. 1882, 
she was invited to visit societies in Wisconsin, and at Watertown was 
thrown from a carriage and suffered a compound fracture of her left limb. 
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From the effects of this accident she never fully recovered. The following: 
winter she was able to resume a portion of her woik, but in April entire 
rest and change seemed imperative. She left us for a year, and last April 
returned and took up her editorial duties, lakingcharge of our department 
in Life and Lighl, and Mission Sludies until August, when after a brief 
illness she peacefully and trustfully entered into rest. 

During this session another will pay our tribute to the memory of Miss 
Greene. Though her valuable service is too well known and lovingly 
remembered to need mention, we would (ecall her entire consecration to 
the cause of Christ, her leal and enthusiasm in His service, and her clear 
strong faith in the ultimate triumph of the gospel In ail nations. We can 
never forget her remarkable power in prayer, and it often seemed as if 
she had come from long and close communion with our Father and took 
us into His very presence. She still lives in the minds and hearts of 
thousands of women in the Interior, and "her works do follow her." 

But one brief day after Miss Greene's translation, the summons came to 
Mrs. Helen A. Leavitt, State Secretary of Nebraska. What the loss 
means to the State, and to us as a Board, we cannot fathom, but " He 
doetfi all things well," and she, in the upper kingdom to-day sees the 
beautiful pat'ern growing on the unfinished web, and rejoices in the love 
and the wisdom that plans for and watches over all. But twenty-five 
years old, and but two years in our work, she did rare service tor the 
cause. " In my thirteen years connection with this Board, I have never 
known one who so quickly grasped the breadth and depth of our work," 
is the testimony of one who closely followed her labors. 

The shadow of breavement has fallen upon many of our circles, and in 
some of our homes the vacant places are eloquent with silent voices and 
fr;^ant memories. 

What has been accomplished in our missionary rooms, furnishes another 



page of history, though much of it must remain unwritten. The weekly 
devotional meetings, the Executive sessions, the meetings of sub-com- 
mittees, and the increasing number of visitors who kindly look in upon us 
when passing through the city, summed up, give but a brief and imperfect 
outline of the year's record. We should perhaps give more than passing 
mention of the memorial to Queen Victoria, Empress o£ India, in behalf 
of Hindoo widows. It bore our signature with those of ig other Woman's 
Boards, representing hundreds of thousands of women of different denom- 
inations in the United States. It was laden with, and followed by prayer, 
and though we dare not hope that it will of itself be productive of great 
results, yet we believe it is one more effort in the right direction, and we 
leave it with Him who sees the end from the beginning. 

A. Ftast of Ingathering v3a\\eM\a these rooms August 15th, and in 
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September was quite generally observed in our auxiliariea. Not only did 
the thank offerings help swell the treasury, but the influence of those 
meetings is deep and widespread, and we trust this Feast may be kept 
annually.

Mission Slvdits still holds its friends, and Miss Pollock's lessons con- 
tinue to afford valuable information to many societies. W*receive abund- 
ant testimony from the .Atlantic 10 the PacJlic to the helpfulness of her 
research. 

Our department in Life and Light has given us interesting glimpses of 
our missionaries and their labors, and frequent reports of the home work. 

The "Column" in the Advance has l)een furnished by various pens, 
and you have seen our Friday meetings in a variety of lights. 



A subject that must be of vital Interest to us all, and to decide each 
year how much it is safe to assume, is a matter of grave consideration for 
your Executive Committee. Our regular work must be sustained from 
year to year, and as it enlarges we receive calls for extra grants. These 
we ought not lo refuse, for is not enlargement and progress the very ob- 
jective point of all our work and prayers ? Then new' fields are opened, 
another missionary is needed; seed planted long since is beginning to 
bear fruit and parents are willing their daughters should be taught, and 
it may follow a new building is necessary, or if a house can be secured 
the rent must be paid. All through the year these calls come to us, 
bringing both joy and anxiety. We can but rejoice that the labors of our 
missionaries are (frowned with success in such a degree that the place be- 
comes " too^trait" for them; but when a large proportion of gifts is 
withheld until the last weeks of our year, the burden of anxiety must lie 
heavily upon those who have to reply to these appeals. The balance in 
our treasury last year, above the definite work for which we were responsi- 
ble, was at once passed over for general work for women. The appro- ■ 
priations assumed at the beginning of the year amounted to {37,319.28. 
Ten married missionaries already on the field were at that time added to 
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our list, and Miss Eva M. Swifl, of Dallas, Texas, has since been adopted 
and sent to the Madura Mission. Besides various smaller grants we 
have voted to furnish the salary of Miss Welch, a teacher in Uniiunibi 
Home, for one half the expense of a home for our single ladies at Kalgan, 
and also a house for Misses Dudley and Barrows at Kobe. The total of 
items appropriated was $42,388.28 representing untold possibilities for 
future years, and opportunities that we cai 



We all remember our pledge of $40,000 in l88z, for it was echoed and 
re-echoed from Ohio to the Rocky Mountains, until we met in Milwaukee 
and gave thanks that it had t>een redeemed. Your committee on Treas- 
urer's report at th«t time recommended ''that we aim to raise $60,000, the 
coming year," and with one voice we promised to make the effort. Our 
Treasurer's statement today reports our receipts as $48,220.40, an in- 
crease of $2,64-7^ over last year, and though we have not reached our 
aim. we have met our pledged work and are " out of debt." Last year 
the amount of legacies was $2,300. and this year but $101. Thus the 
true gain in contributions this year is $4,854,78. 

It is evident our cause has not yet found a large place in the linal plans 
of many, but we notice with pleasure the increase in contributions, rep- 
resenting a multitude of givers, and we feel sure it means, systematic 
giving is becoming more general. 



We thankfully recognize the aid rendered by oureRicient corps of State 
officers. The results of their faithful and constant efforts are to be seen 
on every hand, and yet there remains much unoccupied ground. The 
long felt desire on the part of many watchful women to have some one go 

among the churches and present the work, has in part l)een consummated. 

Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska have felt the influence and the inspiration of 
Miss Hillis' presence as she went from place to place. Their reports 

will show that a warm interest has been awakened, and we may expect 

larger results another year, as"we hope to continue this work to some 



Here we touch the base of supplies. With these circles rests the order 
Advand. or Retrtnih, and it is with the deepest interest that their progress 
is noted. Well do our missionaries know that their work must be planned 
largely according to the contributions from these sources, and greatly do 
.they value the words of sympathy and encouragement they receive, and 
the prayers offered in their behalf. So far as reported to us, our new 
societies are 87 senior, 34 junior and 59 juvenile, making our whole num- 
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ber 1,248. Some tew of these have " but a name to live," but we fee! 
assured that in most of them the tire bums with a brighter glow, and the 
earnest desire for the salvation of the world isgrowing deeper and stronger, 
and we believe their failh will we shown by their works.

Only the most cheering thoughts come to us as we attempt a review of 
[his department. The ever ready and helpful girls seem to be fulfilling 
the prophetic words spoken by our President in annual meeting eleven 
years since when she testified to her failh in Ihe girls of the present gene- 
ration. ' ' We have only to touch the right chord " said she ' ' to call out 
the spirit of self sacrifice; and the ability of those in middle life to elicit 
in their girlish hearts all that is noblest and best, should no long:er remain 
an unapplied talent," Their committee has almost unbounded failh in, 
not simply their possibilities, but in their "patient continuance In well- 
doing," and for them they "covet earnestly the best gifts." 

The young students of Tongaloo University have made for themselves 
a place in these growing ranks, and have sent forward (heir gifts 10 carrj' 
light to those of their own race across the waters. 

In Marash Seminary our " happy missionary " planted the root of organ- 
ization she had so carefully tended in her home among the Rockies, and 
the tender vine has already borne rich fruit; the fruit of self-denial and 
sacrifice, the fruit of patience and faith. These dear girls for whom the 
juniors bent their energies in 1882, have now sent $16.75 to help build 
the "Bridge." So "M^j' helped every one his neighbor." The amount 
asked of the juniors for the year ending December 31st, 1884, is $7,000, 
and present indications point toward a realization of our hopes. The 
development of a true interest and leal among ihem gives evidence of 
life and growth. 

The Ntw Meriting Star shed light upon our Mission Boards, and the 
warmth of enthusiasm created, quickened into life, tiny seeds that had 
been dropped by loving hands, and they ivill be tenderly watched and 
cherished by mothers and leaders. 

Capt. Bray's visit, and Mr. and Mrs. Li:%an made real to the children 
those far away islands, and those who listened to them will not soon for- 
get how the Morning Star is watched for, and with what joy it is wel- 
comed when it at last appears. The quick response to the call for the 
new steamer, but proves what has often been urged, give the children 
a good leader and place an object before them, and Iheir interest and 
enthusiasm is secured. The placard, "Wanted, Lradfis of AHssion 
Bands," still meets the eye in many of our churches. 

Besides taking stock in the new vessel, many of our children gave 
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loyal support to the good old ship until she was wrecked months ago off 
the island Kusaie. We do not thinli they will overlook the fact that they 
are now owners of the new steamer, and as such are responsible for her 
running expenses. We believe also they will have an eye to the profits, 
md the Missionary Hirald and the Bay Spring will be eagerly scanned 
for reports from their Captain . Fifty-nine new bands have been reported 
to VIS, and we doubt not there are many more that will be heard from 

In closing this review, we are reminded of the magnitude and extent 
of our work, also of the honor and privilege that is ours. We need to 
be much in prayer, to lose ourselves in the love of Christ, to know only 
His will, and without faltering, follow where He leads. Dr, Judson 
Smith's words given at the late meeting of the American Board, may be 
recalled at this time, as applying especially to us. " Remember thai these 
days will not last always. The time is coming when these heathen lands 
will be christianized and then the pressure of duty will change its place 
and stress. And then the glorious office of apostle and missionary to 
the heathen nations will no longer be offered to our choice. The respon- 
sibility which comes upon our day is tremendous, but the privilege and 
honor are unspeakably great and glorious." 



REVIEW OF THE FOREIGN WORK. 



If we could travel around the globe and stop at each station where 
we have a missionary or a school, we should bring home mental pictures 
of various kinds that would help us all the rest of our lives. But as 
we can go only In thought, following and extending perhaps that im- 
aginary Bridge of which we have all heard, our pictures must be instan- 
taneous photographs that will leave us longing for more. And that i= 
what we hope our auxiliaries will be doing all the year — asking and re- 
ceiving more knowledge of our work. 

Our Board has supported the past year. 43 missionaries, 10 Boarding- 
schools, 47 common orvillage schools and 35 Bible women, beside native 
teachers, matrons, stewards, &c. In the half-hour allowed us, we will 
give a general view of (heir work. 

M EX ICO — G UADALAJARA. 

Mrs. Howland's graphic description in the September Li/t and Light 
makes it easy to imagine ourselves in the ancient city of Guadalajara. 
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Its sixteen churches, with Moorish domes and Gothic towers, its cathe- 
dral chimes "keeping time, time, time" to a call to penance and vain rep- 
etitions, the orange blossoms near by among the adobe houses, and the 
tall trees of the Alemada in the distance — all are intetesting — but the 
brightest spot in the city, for us, is the school taught by our missionary, 
Miss Haskins, which was formally opened on the 4th of February last. 
The lavander-tinled wails, the desire made by Mr. Howland's plan, the 
globe and maps, watcrbottie and basin, would do honor to a school a[ 
home. The twelve pupils, three of them young women, the rest boys 
and girls under fifteen, study quietly, though trained to the opposite fash- 
ion in their Mexican schools. 

They have a sewing society in Guadalajara, the members of which give 
from one to six cents per week, where the girls and women have already 
learned to work for others — garments being made and distributed to the 
poor. Miss Haskins and Mrs. Crawford (Hattie Stui^es) do their part 
in preparing the "Morning Star," a little weekly paper. This delights 
the little people in the Sabbath Scliool, and some of the daily food of 
Uospel (ruth is carried through them (o their mothers. Late letters from 
Miss Haskins and Mrs. Crawford are dated at TIajamuIco, twenty one 
miles from Guadalajara, where Mr. Crawford was erecting a building 
with two rooms for school and church purposes. Here Mrs. Crawford 
had drawn many of the women into her home, and ministered to their 
diseases with simple remedies, while she told them of the Great Physi* 
cian. Miss Haskins had commenced a school in a small room 36 feet by 
12, which she was sood to transfer to the new building and to another 
teacher. Twenty-six pupils were enrolled, two of them married women, 
but among the most regular scholars. Miss Haskins' latest letter tells 
us that she has returned to Guadalajara and re-opened her school with 
twenty pupils, five of them being boarders from TIajamuIco, To accom- 
modate this boarding department they have made some changes in Mrs. 
Howland's family arrangements, securing to the girls a small kitchen, where 
they do their own work. The large family dining-room serves for even- 
ing study. Encouraging signs in the lives of the girls and women lead 
Miss Haskins to say, "God loves this people. He will assuredly bless 
the little leaven until the entire city shall know and serve and love the 



Our thoughts turn next to the old ''Morning Star," which has for years 
carried the missionaries to the Pacific Islands, and has been their only 
mail-carrier and express messenger. The children of the Interior have, 
during the past year, invested many of their pennies in its running ex- 
penses. One morning, last February, as the little craft, was trying to 
ent«r the lagoon of Kusaie, with a light wind, the cross currents swept 
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her on the reef, a helpless wreck. Miss Cathcart says, when she writes 
that ihis one nerve of missionary Hfe at the Islands is destroyed, "It 
seems like writing of one's own death." But God lives, and the chil- 
dren live forever, and the loss has been more Ihan made good. We have 
large stock in the little steamer, staunch and strong, that is just sailinf; 
away from Boston harbor— a (me foreign missionary ship, with a foreign 
missionary captain. 

But our thoughts outstrip the speed of this new steamer, and we look 
in at Miss Cathcart, in her little home at Kusaie, spreading its broad 
verandahs under the light of the Southern Cross. On her return, last 
year, from the Hawaiian Islands, she found that rapid improvement had 
been made in English and in singing. A few weeks later she wrote, "1 
never enjoyed the school-room more. Not but that I should like again 
to teach the 'ologies' and higher mathematics, but these pupils are so 
eager to learn and so quiet — babies excepted — and then, we do it for 
Jesus' sake." During the past year three native helpers, with their wives, 
went out from this training-school to preach and teach at other islands, 
equipped with Ihe English Bible and Gospel Hymns. At Christmas 
time a mangrove tree in Mrs- Walkup's house bore fruit wonderful even 
for that tropic region — namely, books, towels, handkerchiefs, pencils, &c. , 
for the mission families, the roya! family, the Kusaian pastor and others. 
Let us look to the freight of the Morning Star, that other Christmas trees 
may be as fruitful. Who can tell what influence this may have had on the 
king to hasten his act of Ihe eleventh of January, abolishing Sinak. The 
overthrow of this old custom which obliged a subject to crouch to the 
ground in the presence of the king, an inferior before a superior, a sister 
before a brother, is. like the abolishment of tabu in the Hawaiian Islands, 
a great step In the onward march of these tribes of the seas toward the 
kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ. On January 4th, the school opened 
again with fourteen young men, hve women, wives of some of them, and 
live children, all brought from other Islands. There are also twenty-one 
Kusaians who have come to live near, that they may attend as day-schol- 
ars. It is hoped that most of the pupils are Christians though still babes 
in Christ. The difficulties of the work are increased by the different dia- 
lects, six being used in Micronesia. Mrs. Walkup and Miss Cathcart 
study different languages though on the same island. (Miss Cathcart's 
is that of the Marshall Islands, that group where three self-supporting 
churches give nearly enough to send the Gospel to all the other islands 
in the group, and to Rnish paying the native missionaries where the 
island churches are only partly self supporting.) 



Three hundred miles farther to the North-west Is Ponape, where Miss 
Fletcher and her little fiock are rejoicing in the new house sent them by 
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the Mornmg Star, I quote from her letter of January last. ''The house 
has come to us in Eooti order, and the Mission have selected one of the 
prettiest spots they could find for the building. From the front we have 
a line view of the ocean and the Morning Star harbor ; on the South a 
large mountain ; on the East is the home of Mr. Sturges. on the West 
that of Mr. Rand." From its location, and in memory of our Board 
they have named this beautiful home, "The Interior." When Miss F. 
jvrote they were just closing in the frame. Now, Ihey are doubtless oc- 
cupying the large school room and cool dormitories. Our Board has 
given funds for the board and tuition of. thirteen girls; two more are 
provided for by Capt. Bray, and Miss Fletcher asks the privilege of sup- 
porting three beside these. The best news from the girls is, that every 
Wednesday they hold a prayer- meeting, and some, who came at first only 
from curiosity, now take part with much interest. Miss Fletcher also 
holds a women's meeting every Friday, and, as she superintends the mak- 
ing of all the girls' clothing, teaching them io cut and sew, her time can- 
not hang idle on her hands. She was alone, with a native helper and 
wife, when she wrote. Mr. and Mrs. Rand and Mr. Sturges having gone 
West in the "Morning Star." But she assured us (hat she felt perfectly 
safe, and no one could be kinder than these natives. 

But we must away to our ' ' Kobe Home " in Japan. The large, airj- 
buildings, with their wide verandahs, the flower dotted lawn in front, and 
the grand old mountains behind, are very familiar to us who gather often 
at 75 Madison Street. Here Miss Brown and Miss Searle, our young 
missionaries from Carleton College, are just commencisg the new school 
year, their first in sole charge, Miss Talcott having left them in the 
spring. Miss Dudley writes, "Our young teachers are doing nobly. 
The school is in safe hands and growing in favor with the people." The 
first item of interest in all their letters is the new building, or rather the 
addition lo the old one. which was completed just in time for the closing 
exercises, June 30th, and July 1st. It furnishes a achool-room fOT the 
younger pupils, connected with the large one by sliding doors, several 
recitation -rooms, and additional sleeping rooms up stairs. The examina- 
tions and graduating-exercises in Chinese, Japanese and English, delighted 
all who heard. Of the eight graduating essays, three were in very good 
English. This is coming to be, more and more, the language of the 
school. The English valedictory, in the hand-writing of the author, was 
sent to our rooms. It would do credit to the average American girl. 
An earnest plea comes from Miss Brown tor a music teacher. We hope 
5ome one with consecrated musical laleni may soon offer to go. Better 
than all the work in the school is the Christian growth of the girls. Five 
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of them united with the church in May last, and others who very much 
wished to do so were persuaded to wait. There is hope m the Kobe 
Home for the future mothers of Japan. 

Not far away, !□ the home sanclilied by "Grandma Gulick's" life and 
death, are Miss Dudley and Miss Barrows, engaged in a kind of apostolic 
■ work. They have been greatly blessed in their visits to the neighboring 
churches. They tell us many stories of self-denying leal among these 
Japanese Christians, such as that of the father and mother of the pastor 
in Akashi, who walked seven and a half miles, In the rain, oiie Sunday, 
and back after eleven at night, that they might attend Che revival meetings. 
Bible reading circles among the women, attended, in one church, by forty, 
in another by eighty, attest iheir interest. And the work grows so fast 
that Miss Dudley says, " It has iaken a pretty lively scramble on my part, 
Co get my head on a level with the rest of the working force, and to feel 
I could accept marching orders," A class for training Bible women ts to 
be commenced by Misses Dudley and Barrows in their own house in 
November and they ask special prayer for it. They eipect quite a num- 
ber of women, some whose husbands enter the theological class at Kioto, 
The last good word from Miss Dudley is, " the revival is still in progress. 
'The morning light is breaking.' It seems as if, as the work goes on 
now, ten years more must see Japan a Christian nation. But there is 
work to be done. We need your prayers as never before. We must 
have workers for the women from among their own number, and with 
God's blessing on our class I believe we shall have them." 

A book for mothers prepared by Miss Dudley has found great favor. 
The first edition is nearly exhausted. We are told that an elegantly bound 
copy presented by the publisher to the Prime Minister was received with 
many expressions of interest. May it be as the mustard seed of truth in 
many a Japanese family. 

Miss Parmelee, of Kioto, is in this country; but a letter just received 
at our office proves that her heart is in Japan, She writes, referring to 
this meeting. " I hope the Holy Spirit will be there. Also I hope some 
one will make a plea for the work in Japan, it is such an auspicious, critical 
time there now. Work will count for the evangel iiation of the country 
vastly more than it can later. Work for the women and girls is so im- 
portant at this juncture, while that tor the men and boys is advancing so 
rapidly. The girls are far behind the boys in education, and they have 
no idea what a Christian home should be, until ihey are taught, Asia 
can never be regenerated till she has Christian homes." 

At the new station Niigata, far to the north east of Kobe, on the west 
shore of the same island, Mrs. Oramel Gulick represents our Board, and 
is soon to be joined by Miss Katie Scudder of Chicago. In giving Miss 
Scudder we give of our very best, Mrs. Gulick, having no children, has 
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time to aid her husband greally in his pioneer work in the outside villages. 
The mission having been occupied by the Church Missionary Society and 
the Scotch Presbyterians, who passed it over to the American Board, 
there is a church of about 35 members, in Niigata and a few preaching 
places are occupied outside. (At the last accounts Mr. Sawayana, name 
dear to many Chicago people, was assisting Mr. Gulick in evangelistic 
work, and gaining rest and strength from Mrs. Gulick's kindly ministra- 

But we must hasten on (o that old, old nation that had a literature and 
well ordered government when our ancestors were savages, and whose 
marvelous wall was old when Christ was born at Bethlehem. At Peking, 
in the three compounds of the Aments, the Blodgetts and the Bridgman 
school, we find many friends. Miss Haven is mother, teacher and play- 
fellow, by turns, to her twenty-eight or thirty girls. One of her scholars 
she nursed, not long ago. through that dreadful disease, the small-po.N. 
and helped to prepare her for burial. When Miss Chapin left in the 
Spring, we are told, "she stepped into the charge of the Bridgman School 
in her own quiet way, and proved herself quite equal to the responsibilities 
Miss Chapin had laid down." Late letters introduce us to some of these 
girls as neat and orderly, intelligent Christian young ladies, in whose 
hearts the seeds of divine truth have taken deep root. It will be remem- 
bered that they have learned the blessing of giving and have in the school 
an aujiliary to our Board. More than half are now professing Christians. 
Sii are betrothed to Christiao young men, and will be helpers together 
with them after they graduate. More and more the Chioese seek the 
education of their daughters, and none are now received who are not 
clothed by their parents. Miss Haven hears recitations in the classics, 
Confucius and Mencius. long passages of which are committed with won- 
derful accuracy. The Chinese memory, trained in Confucius, holds fast 
long passages of Scripture. The girls come to recite these Scripture les- 
sons every Sabbath morning. All the New Testament and much of the 
Old have been committed by some of them. But Arithmetic, or any 
exercise of the reasoning powers, they find very difficult. Miss Haven's 
work does not end with the school. On Sunday she teaches a class of 
street Arabs, of all sizes aod ages, who come to hear the singing and be- 
cause they love her, for she " has wonderful power to win hearts." 

Miss Chapin long Ideotifiied with the Bridgman school is in this country 
for needed rest. Those who heard her loving plea for China at Cobumbus, 
and her sweet tones in singing " When He eometh," in the Chinese ton- 
gue, took courage to believe the Chinese may sometime sing such notes 
—not now, but in the Resurrection. 

The small day school in the same compound is continued, and will be 
in time, no doubt, a feeder to the Bridgman School. 
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Mrs. Ament is our missionary too, and we follow her with our prayers 
as she goes (ram village to village, carrying help to women weary and 
heavy-laden, winning new pupils for the Bridgman School, and superin- 
tending the Bible women. One of these. Weng Nai Nai, has opened 
many blind eyes and done good, especially to the graduates of our school 
who have married into healhcn families. A new and encouraging feature 
of her work is that women are beginning to ask to be taught to pray. 
Mrs. Amenl begs us to pray much for her that she may have understand- 
ing of the Scriptures and free utterance of their truths. 



At lung Chow we find another daughter of the Interior, Mrs, Sarah 
C'lapp Goodrich. A happy young wife and house-keeper, entertaining 
many guests from many lands, who stop over at her city, one of the chief 
])osts on the great road to Peking, she yet adds to these necessities of 
her life the luxury of real missionary work. In a court near her home, 
occupied by three of the Christian families, she teaches a school for little 
Chinese girts, her assistant being a native helper's wife, who was three 
years at the Bridgman School . 

And here at Tung Chow, Miss Jennie Evans, who sailed from Han 
Francisco, Sept. 3rd, is just taking up again her work among her boys. 
Durine her vacatioo she strengthened her hold on these boys by writing: 
them multitudes of letters in the intricate Chinese character. The school 
room is her kingdom, and no queen ever went to her coronation with 
more joy than she feels in returning to this work. In a letter, written at 
Kobe. Sept. 24th, she say^, "I have had nothing but mercies all the 
way — the winds and the waves held in his dear hands. O t am so happy, 
so happy, to be Hearing my Chinese Home! But 1 shall be still happier 
when I can lay aside my bonnet and go to work again." 



The gates and towers of the great Chinese wall look down, at Kalgan, 
on the home of two of our missionaries, Miss .Murdock and Miss l)ia- 
ment. MissVirginia Murdock, M, D, has two dispensaries, one in the 
Upper, one in the Lower City, and has treated over 2.000 patients. To 
all of them the Glad Tidings have been offered, and some have gladly re- 
ceived the Word. Many Mohammedans have been patients, but have 
proved very restless and unwilling to be taught. In the houses of the 
higher classes Dr. Murdock's skill has been often sought for and highly 
prized. A Russian family last year testified their gratitude by the gift of 
a handsome gold watch, which has been given 10 her a second time by tlit 
Prudential Committee, thus making it doubly valuable. Miss Diament, 
long associated with the Kalgan work, is to spend the winter at Peking. 
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Always faithful and earnest, she has added 
to these graces a power of adaptability which enables her to conform her 
dialect and habits to Kalgan or 'I'ung Chovf or Peking, as she is most 
needed. We hope the long looked for boarding school at Kalgan may 
be nearer than she [htnks, and that her winter at Peking may be only in- 
troductory to a similar service to the daughters of the frontier. 



As we come to Shantung, where Mrs. Arthur Smith and Miss Mary 
I'orter are our representatives, let us (ry lo realize how the work, com- 
menced four years ago, has grown. The Gospel leaven has been carried 
into 66 villages. Six native preachers and three other helpers assist the 
two missionary families. There arc 20 slated preaching places, six open 
every Sunday, and the rest by turns. Mrs. Smith and Mis,s Porter have 
irisiled 34 villages the last year. They have held ten regular, weekly 
meetings for women, two semi-monthly, and two monthly. ' Miss I'orter 
reserved but one afternoon a week to herself and Mrs. Smith but two, 
though the fame of her nicely kept house and well-trained children has 
reached even to us. As a result, not far from 150 women and 61 girls 
are learning to read and to repeat Bible verses and hymns — 50 of them in 
the little village of Fang-Chia-Chuang, where the missionaries reside. In 
the morning Miss I'orter teaches, in her own house, a class of little girls. 
She also superintends a lai^er school in the village. Other schools have 
been opened in the province, one of these in an okl temple given lo the 
mission on condition that a school should be maintained there. 



From Paolingfu. the station to which wc sent our dear Miss Hale, a 
year and a half ago, we hear the echoes of wedding- bells. For Miss 
Hale has lately become Mrs. Pierson. and she has taken^"into the round 
tower of her heart" for care and keeping some of those very children 
whose persevering efforts to earn slock in the "Morning Star," she de- 
scribed so graphically in the September Life and Light . With her love 
thus deepened and broadened, we believe she will do more for Christ and 
for us. and we hold her fast as our missionary. It is pleasant lo hear 
that she has made such progress in the language as to lead, with tremb- 
ling tongue, one or two prayer-meetings for the women. 



,\t Foochow, in the South-east, in the "American Board I-'emale Col- 
lege," not injured, we hope, by the recent French bombardment. Miss 
Newton, much recruited by her last year's summer rest at Kalgan, has 
taught her 26 girls with only a native teacher a;

breaking down she has grown stronger and is very happy. Much faithful 
study, unusual religious interest, several conversions and growth in grace 
in trying circvimstanees, have repaid her toil. At her June examinations 
every word was in Chinese. But the spirit with which a class of nine 
years-old girls, repeated without prompting, a whole reading-book, eon- 
laining the stories of the Creation, Ihe Fall, and the Life and Death of 
Christ, would have charmed even an American ear. The ut^ent call for 
an assistant for her, which lately reached the rooms of the American 
Board, in a most unique and extraordinary letter. J is, we believe, met. In 
the company of missionaries who lately sailed from San Francisco is Miss 
Woodhull, who expects to join Miss Newton. After a visit to a moun- 
tain village, not long ago. where a genuin« revival was in progress Miss 
Newton wrote, "I have never seen the general work so encouraging be- 
fore. Homebody must be praying ; because all around are little gleams 
of light in the distance." 

We cannot leave China, without a word of sympathy in view of the 
war that threatens to drive them out. Miss Haven, especially, has ten 
or twelve girls who have no homes, and who, if the missionaries should 
be obliged to leave, even for a time, would not know where to lay their 



At our boarding-school in Erzroom, a city left clean and well-paved by 
the Russians, after their temporary occupation, 28 pupils, mostly Protes- 
tants have been taught during the year. Four of these are boarders. 
The Gregorian priests watch their people very carefully, and only a few, 
attracted by English, French and ncedle-work, have dared to send their 
daughters. More children Kowever are found in the primary department. 
The graduates do excellent service in the villages about, one holding a 
Sunday School (or both men and women, a thing unheard of for a woman 
in Turkey. Miss Powers of the W. B. M. superintends the school, while 
Miss Van Duzee's time is given largely to touring. She gathers the vil- 
lat^e women about her with Iheir babies in their arms and tells them the 
Glad Tidings. And God gives her precious fruit. So she enjoys her 
work though she sleeps sometimes in a room where the stove has to be 
taken down at night to make room for the beds, and, the whole family 
being in one room, only the curtain she carries with her gives her any 
privacy. Three village schools are our care in this mission — also a more 
advanced school at Eriingan, which has been taught by Miss Brooks. 
She is now at Erzingan, and will come under our notice there. 



At Harpoot, we find our missionaries, Mrs. Bamum and Miss Wright. 
Mrs. Barnum, one of the dark eyed daughters of Dr. Goodell, was bOrn 
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to a missionary heritage, and faithfuJIy has she kept the trust. In her 
little home on the hillside, the same to which she came as a bride twent)*- 
live years ago, many a weary missionary has found the "chamber called 
peace." We hear of Mrs. Bamum's gentle ministrations among the sick 
and poor and in the woman's prayer-meetings. But when asked to be- 
come the adopted .daughter of our Board, she wrote : " A man and his 
wife are one; you can't get around that. So you will have to take half 
of me and half of my husband. _ And I will lell you something of what 
he is doing." 

Miss Wright, our Kansas home missionary teacher, continued in charge 
of the Harpoot Ken.ale Seminary, living in that great busy hive with her 
pupils, till the close of the year. She watched over the health and the 
mental and spiritual improvement of her girls with the most minute care. 
Whether she dried the fruits in the summer, or ran to correct discords in 
their organ practice in the winter, she was alike faithful. Worn by this 
unceasing vigilance, she resigned her position as Principal. Her resig- 
nation was accepted by the American Board only on condition it should 
l>e temporary. A summer o( rest at Mardin, under Dr. Thorn's care, has 
so far restored her that she has returned to Harpoot to engage for the 
present in touring with Miss Bush. It is a delight to her to carry into 
the homes of the people the tiospel message. Neither the guns of the 
Koords, which she sometimes has to face, nor the dangerous mountain 
paths can turn her liack if she may but win souls to Christ. Nine village 
schools near Harpoot are dependent upon our treasury, and we hope 
Jiiss Wright's life in the saddle will enable her to know and tell us more 
of their progress the next year. 



Our t'emale Seminary at Marash is so perfect in its appointments that 
Miss Shaltuck wrote on her arrival there, "tine would think the young 
ladies of the Interior must have sent their own architects to superintend 
its erection." It has been a delight to us to provide furniture, native 
teachers, steward, matron, library, &c. while we have felt that its mission- 
ary teachers were ours in a peculiar sense. Miss Barnes, its lirst Principal, 
to whom its auspicious beginnings are largely due — is now in this country 
caring for an invalid mother. Miss Shaltuck, who went out last year, is 
our "happy missionary" at the front. In the Taurus Mountains as in the 
Rockies she is the centre of a missionary society — witness the $16.75 re- 
cently sent to our treasury by the Muneverre Meniellet or Lighters of 
Darkness, members of Marash Seminary. The school closed in July with 
nine graduates from the preparatory department. The lirst college diplo- 
mas will be given next year to a class of five or six, well drilled in Univer- 
sal History, Physiology, Botany, Zpoli^y and Theory and Practice of 
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Teaching, From fifteen to twenty are to enter the preparatory department 
next term. The blessed week of prayer, last January, left all the eighteen 
pupils hopeful believers in Christ. And we have Miss Shattuck's testimony 
that they have grown in grace. The school is looking toward self-sup- 
port, Eachpupit pays ^. so tuition per year, and many a day of hard work 
do some of them undergo to earn this small sum. A fire as disastrous for 
them as the Chicago fire for us has lately swept over Marash. But it has 
driven the Christian people to prayer and brought many to confession of 
sin and a new spiritual life. 

At Marash. we find too Mrs. Marden, who shares with Miss Shattuck 
the care of the city schools. She leaches music also in the Seminary and 
with great skill, if one may judg^ by her pupils' success at the late ei- 
aminations. But like all our married missionaries, she is perhaps leaching 
her best lessons to the women of Turkey, by her daily home life— an 
object lesson (hey cannot disregard. 

HADJIN. 

On its rocky height the Iladjin Home litands as a beacon light for the 
people of the plains about. Dr. Greene has told us that the large churcli 
in the village and the many schools around, are in great measure the fruit 
of the labors of one woman, our missionary, Mrs. Coffing. 

The home looks lonely to us now, for Mrs. Coifing is there without Miss 
■Spencer. It has been a busy year there. The care of three schools beside 
the home-school— giving out medicme and ilolhes tj the hre sufferers- 
putting up a two story building for school and church purposes — later, 
building homes for the people with contributed funds by permission of 
the Turkish government — then the closing exercises of school and pre- 
parations for Miss Spencers departure — all thiii has constrained Ntrs. 
Coffing to say, " We toil and ha\e no rest But Mivs Spencer is here 
to tell us of the brighter side —the goud progress and continued religious 
interest of the girls— and Miss HolUster is there to assist Mrs. Coffing, 
so we hope they are beginning the new year with good courage. Miss 
Hollister's work at Aintab has been largely that of translating. We 
rejoice with her that she may give up the telephone of the press to teach 
the girls and their mothers face to face. 

Three Bible readers and sixteen village schools, in the neighborhood 
of Iladjin. have given us an opportunity, like Elijah, to cast salt into the 
"springs of the waters." Mrs. Coffing has the charge of these; and in 
her efforts to make the people support them, finds some difficulties. The 
people want the best teacher either the boys' or girls' college has gra- 
duated, but want to pay no more than they paid for girls from the lower 
schools. And they want to make them live as their people have lived for 
a hundred years. But Mrs. Coffing is such an apostle of cleanliness and 
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right living, that, in her concests for the comfort and safety of her gra- 
duates, she is usually victorious. 

At Adana, Miss Tuclter, one of our Missouri girls, has txen most failh- 
iu] and ingenious In her methods of teaching. Lessons in fancy-work 
won 300 girls, under 13 years of age, to dig at arithmetic and language- 
lessons, for the sake of an hour's teaching on that at the close. No one 
was allowed to study fancy work who refused to studythe Bible. And the 
Bible-lessons soon seemed to interest them as much as the others. 

At the close of the school-year, the sale of the various shawls, tidies, 
hoods, scarfs &c., brought in $70, which will put windows in the north 
and east of Ihelr school-room. This is beneath the church, and has had 
neither doors nor windows. Last winter the wind sometimes blew the rain 
quite across the room, compelling Miss Tucker to close school for the day. 
But there is a class of girls from 14 to :8, who cannot attend school in 
this public place lest the Turkish Mrs. Grundy should pronounce them 
bold and unfitted for marriage. For these a small school -building is 
asked, on the missionary premises, and the mothers promise to escort 
them back and forth, if that can be provided. Until then Miss Tucker 
will undertake to teach a few of them in her own room. With all this 
she finds time for much visiting ; but she greatly needs an associate. She 
says "it is not work that tires in this country, but seeing so many people 
sunk in sin, without hope of a future, and not being able to lend a help' 
inghand." Miss Minnie Brown, her former associate, is still detained 
at home by weakness of her eyes, but is doing good work for missions 
here, and will, we hope, be able ere long to return to the foreign field. 



Coiislantinopte Home.—yi.m PAl'RicK, 
I n the Constantinople Home our own Miss Patrick is bearing the bur- 
dens of acling-principai, Mrs. Williams being at home on vacation. Ilcr 
added responsibilities have been shared by kind and considerate teachers, 
and the year has been one of great blessing. She writes, ' ' We are sure 
our friends in America are praying for us, for the Holy Spirit has worked 
wonderfully on the hearts of ourgirls. Nearly all have become Christians- 
Do not stop, but pray continually. " There are seven nationalities in the 
school, including two or three Mohammedan girls. Miss Patrick has 
spent her vacation in Scotland and England, enjoying much needed rest. 

IIARDESAd. 

At Bardesag, Miss Leila Parsons and her widowed mother have carried 
on, so far as possible, for several years, the work from which the husband 
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and father was so cruelly taken away. Their little home is among ihe 
trees, close to the large boarding-school. But Miss Parsons, who is as- 
sistant teacher, is taking a vacation, and will be, for a while, in this 
country. And Miss Brooks of Erziogan, who ran away to Bardesag, for 
rest, last spring, has been persuaded to take her place in the home and 
school. We take our report from Miss Brooks' last letter. There are 13 
boarders and 13 day-pupils, more than half proteslants. Miss Brooks 
says it takes a year, at least, to find out what they can do. They come to 
school with minds almost a blank. Coasing, simple punishments and 
patience finally bring them to steady work. One of last year's trouble- 
some girts was found lately, sitting alone in the dark school-room, crying. 
When asked what was the matter she said, " O I do so want to be a 
Christian ! " That paid for all Ihe trouble she had given. 



Miss Lawrence's letters and the picture in our rooms have made the 
boarding-school at Manissa like one of our homes. It is designed only for 
Greek girls. The teaching is in Greek and English. Ten or twelve 
boarders were in attendance last year, and thirty day-scholars. The pro- 
gress in study was very rapid. One young girl from Cicsarea learned so 
much English in one year as to play at anagrams, and to sing 
Moody and Sankey hymns by herself, like a little American girl. The 
vacation tour in England of Miss Cull, the principal, having been pro. 
tracted by ill-health, our little Miss I^wrence was to open the school by 
herself this autumn. In this her Painesville training will stand her in 
good stead. We hear of her in prayer-meetings for the women, and 
among the homes of the people. Woman's missionary work is done here 
as at other stations. Those who have no money give the cocoons of their 
silk worms and their knitting to aid the Greek Alliance to which the little 
native church has contributed the last year one hundred dollars. 

Miss Cull and Miss Lawrence are the only English speaking people at 
Manissa. They use the Greek language almost entirely. Miss Lawrence 
is now learning Turkish. Four village schools at Caesarea belong to 
this mission. In them many of the Manissa pupils have gained (heir first 
impulse to study and to a Christian life. AI Solos and Venije, near 
Broosa, we lend a helping hand to girls by a village school in each place. 
The worth of these schools in shown by the following incident narrated 
by Miss Shattuck. "A young girl of Zeitoon, that robber-stronghold 
in the Taurus mountains, was eager to come to school at Marash, but 
was bitterly opposed by her brothers and their wives, who thought her of 
marriageable age. (She was fourteen). They told her it was a shame to 
study more. She came, but said it was only in answer to prayer. She 
learned the power of prayer at one little prolestant school in Zeitoon, and 
we hope she may yet make it known to others." 
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EUROPEAN TURK I 

Our Boardingf school at ihese [wo points are both juat at the foot of 
the Balkan mountains. Samakov Is on the noithern, and Monastir on 
the western border of European Turkey. At Samakov Miss Maltbie's 
40 or 50 giris, wilh a primary department beside, give her the responsi- 
bilities of mother, teacher and missionary. She gathers the tittle ones in 
her room Sunday mornings, before church, for Christian instruction, and 
00 Sunday evenings the whole family meet for singing and to review the 
day. The girls will sometimes repeat nearly the whole sermon. Miss 
Maltbie trains them to be good wives and oflen marries Ihem from her 
school, helps them in their home-iife afterward, and encourages them in 
Christian work. A new building is greatly needed here and has been 
promised by the American Board. To raise funds for il will be part of 
our next year's work. 

At Monastir, as at most of ihe higher schools, considerable attainments 
are made in astronomy, rhetoric, physics, moral philosophy and music. 
Miss Cole of Ihe W. K. M. I. is to teach the coming year in place of Miss 
Spooner who recently returned home. Many Bulgarian girls are found 
in these schools, and Ihey are important outposts from which we hope 
girls from other provinces will be reached. They are worth all they cost. 
At Elsnitza, a year ago, the few Christian brethren raised the money to 
send one of their young girls to Samakov. This year she is repaying 
them with interest, by teaching a school with thirty pupiU, leading a 
woman's prayer- meeting and doing much to help the women to brighter 
lives than their mothers knew. 



At Madura is Miss Eva Swift, our first missionary from Texas. An 
enthusiastic teacher, an earnest Christian, we expect great blessings from 
her work in the well appointed Otis boarding school. She arrived there 
in July last, and was received by the pupils with songs of welcome and 
garlands of flowers, which they threw over her shoulders. Her home is 
with Mrs. Sara Horsford Jones, another of our missionaries. From Miss 
Swift's pleasant, cool room, she can look into the windows of the large 
airy school and hear the voices of ihe pupils. There are neariy 70 pupils 
In the school, and four native teachers, two men and two women; also a 
matron and man cook. Miss Swift superintends already the circles for 
domestic work, using her Tamil as fast as she learns it. She has taken 
charge of the Sunday meetings with the girls, several times, with Ihe 
head-masler as interpreter. Mrs. Jones had the care of the school after 
Miss Kendall left for America, until Miss Swift's arrival. She has a 
small day-school in another building in the compound, which, with the 
Tuesday and Friday woman's meetings, she will keep as her special 
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charge. She is a very busy woman, for she entertains missionaries of all 
denominations who pass through the city, and wlien the mission mail- 
bag comes once a month with its money and samples, she does the shop- 
ping for the families at ihe out-stations. Her consecration, executive 
ability and fine taste are equal to all this. 

Seven Bible women and ten schools in the Madura district, five Bible 
women in Ceylon, with eight more and one school in the Sholapoor dis- 
trict, are sources of power for us in India, to which we would gladly give 
more than a passing notice. In weariness and hunger, often, the Bible 
women do faithful service, that should awaken our emulation. 

We have two more missionaries in India, Miss Hastings of Ceylon, 
and Mrs. Harding of Sholapoor, Maratha district. We all remember 
how glad Indiana was, when Miss Truai went out nearly two years ago, 
to own a missionary. And now that she has become Mrs. Hastings, 
our interest in her is doubled. She writes good words about the little 
Udupitty church of loo members. 43 of them women, and half of whom 
are former members of the Udupitty Iwarding school. Her own work has 
hardly begun. A few words with the women at the close of the meetings 
are her special privilege. Among the sources of interest in the bungalow 
meetings, attended by men and women, Mrs. Hastings mentions the 
singing of the Hindoo lyrics. Many of these were written by an old 
poet of Tanjore, a pupil of Schwartz. 

At Sholapoor. in the Maratha district, we are represented by Mrs. Chas. 
Harding. She accompanies her husband in many of his (ours and reaches 
the hearts and lives of the women in their homes, and in the prayer-meet- 
ings. When, after studying and teaching at So. Hadley, she married and 
went out to India in 1869, she was able at once to converse and pray 
with the women, for she had gone tiach Co her native place. She was the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ballentine, well remembered among the early 
missionaries of the Maratha district. With such a birthright she cannot 
fail to do good service for us, and we hope to strengthen the bond of love 
that binds her to our Board. 

In the dark continent we keep two little lights burning at Adams and 
Umzumbi, At Adams, Miss Day holds on courageously. She spends 
the greater part of her time with her boys and leaches them, beside the 
ordinary branches, cleanliness, temperance, and godliness. She writes 
that the Blue Ribbon Army, in their mission, is increasing. But they 
have many discouragements in work outside of the school. Polygamy, 
beernlrinking and selling their daughters are the vices that hold many par- 
tially enlightened men in their chains. Our hope is with the young. Miss 
Day's last year's class of inquirers have atl joined the church and are doing 
well. With her failhfui horse. Miss Day rides from station to station in 
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Vacation time, helping wherever she can. During the summer she taught 
music and the Gospel at Umtwalaunie. 

At Umzumbi, we support Miss Welch, an English lady, who took Miss 
Pinkenon's place in the school. We hear pleasant accounts of her. but 
have had no direct correspondence. Last December we adopted Mrs. 
Stover of the Bihie mission. As she went out from the neighborhood of 
Chicago, and her mother is living among us, we feel a great interest in 
her. But before she could tell us much about her work, it is ended for a 
time. The papers have given the details — how the missionaries 
were told by the king who had been stirred up against them by the Por- 
tuguese traders, that he could not protect them beyond a certain day, 
and how on that day the natives pulled down their houses, obliging them 
to flee for their lives. Befriended by natives Ihey reached the coast, and 
Mr. and Mrs- Stover are now In this country awaiting orders. 



At San Sebastian, we have had a share in that school o( aj girls gath- 
ered under the gentle influence of Mrs. Alice Gordon Gulick, One is an 
American girl fron Madrid. Others are Roman Catholics more or less 
enlightened. The Hon. J. W. Foster U. S. minister to Spain, visited 
the school last summer and expressed great interest in it. Hb opinion 
went far to give it favor with the people. The Luther Festival was ob- 
served in San Sebastian and in Zaragossa. The school girls at the former 
place sang a Te Deum , "' Ein Fesle berg" and other hymns, and at both 
stations copies of a Life of Luther in Spanish were distributed, some 2000 
in all. Many more were read in different parts of Spain. A few years 
^o such a pamphlet could not have been printed in the country. At San 
Sebastian a little Kindergarten was openad last winter, taught by a young 
Spanish girl who had been studying in the " Home and Colonial School" in 
London. Mrs. Gulick wrote last term. "She is a native of this province, 
her home being a few miles South of us. Her friends are strong Roman 
Catholics. They have always persecuted her more or less and have given 
her no peace since she came here. It is probable that at the end of the 
year she will have to 'flee into another city.' In this time of need I turn 
to you. The W. B. M. I. have been so generous in the large appropria- 
tion for our school that 1 feel emboldened to ask alf^o a teacher."

A little school at Port de Amentura has also been under our care, and 
thus we have tried to capture some trophies for Christ in that kingdom of 

This rapid summary of our work for the year gives little idea of the 
prayers and sacrifices, the toil and faith on the part of our missionaries 
by which it has been accomplished. It is all written in the book of re- 
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membrance for them that feared the Lord and that thoug^ht upon His 
. name. And in their crowns at last shall shine many a star of these whose 
darkened minds now seem almost a blank. The grace of God will fit 
and polish and make them meet for the diadems of Heaven. But let us 
remember Miss Dudley's words, " We have work to do." Our place 
is not yet on the mount of transligu ration. It is in the wilderness with 
the multitude to whom we are commanded to give the Bread of Life. 
Let us give it to the needy with unsparing hand, seeking out and minis- 
tering to the most hungry and remote. Surely no disciple can t>e faithless 
lo this trust who has received inio His own heart the "true Bread of Life 
that Cometh down from Heaven."

The following tribute to Miss Mary E. Greene was offered by Mrs. J. 
E. Miller. 111. 

" Entered into rest. Sabbath morning, Aug, 3, Miss Mary E. (Sreenc, 
for many years Secretary of the Woman's Board of Missions of the In- 
terior. There are occasions in the lives of individuals and associations 
when, by some sudden intervention of his hand, our Heavenly Father 
calls on us to pause and listen in silence and submission to his voice, and 
the only response our hearts can make must be, Thy will be done. Wi; 
gather to-day in the shadow of such an event; one which weighs upon our 
hearts with the pressure of sad bereavement. A dear sister, who has been 
actively associated with this Board from its earliest organization, who 
has been identified with every step of its progress, whose labors in its be- 
half have t>een indefatigable, whose devotion to 115 interests no thoughl 
of self has ever dimmed, and whose enthusiasm in its success no disci 
ragements has ever lessened, has, during the past year, been called av 
from her ivork to her reward. By this visitation we, who have been 
sociated with her, are left with hearts aching with our personal loss, 
work with her has been to enter an atmosphere of earnest and entire ci 
secration to our Master — to feel the inspiration of a warm and living ■/. 
in his service— a consecration which dated from her earliest childhood— a 
zeal which knew no wavering, but compassed her entire life. But, while 
we speak of loss and bereavement, we are conscious of possessing in her 
memory an example which we may well cherish for our following. Her 
unselfish devotion, her quick and full response to every call of duty, wheth- 
er to do or to suffer her Father's will, her enthusiasm for the Redeemer's 
kingdom, which led her to labors even beyond her strength for its upbuild- 
ing, and, more than all, her earnest and constant prayer may be ours. 
I.el us be comforted amid our grieving that hers has been the blessed 
portion ' to die and be with Christ, which is far better ' The last week 
began for her with its usual labor in the cause she loved. Midway it 
was interrupted by illness, and closed in pain, weariness and suffering. 
But on the ' first day of the week, very early in the tnorning ' — the hour

at which, centuries ago, the beloved woman who came Co seek a buried 
and found a risen Saviour— she. lifted out of all earth]]' limitations, passed 
peacefully through the gate which wc call death into perfect life with him 
in whose presence is fullness of joy, and at whose righl hand are pleasures 
forever more. To all the family of our dear friend in this and other lands 
we oSer our most cordial and tender sympathy and prayers that they may 
realize in their grief that this earthi]' loss is also their heavenly gain, and 
so may they and we be inspired more perfectly to follow her even as she 
followed Christ." 

Many testified to the helpfulness and inspiration of her influence, and 
expressed their sense of loss and grief. Several letters were read in this 
connection aiso resolutions passed by some of the Branches, and the 
audience by rising, adopted Mrs. Miller's tribute, to be recorded as an 
expression of their love and sorrow. 

A missionary Band from Kiver Falls was present, and In order to take 
an early train wag obliged to leave before the Children's Hour. That they 
might not be disappointed in seeing and hearing a "live missionary" Miss 
Pinkerton of Africa was introduced, and told them of the pupils in Um- 
2umbi Home, and related incidents of school life there. Miss Dr. Ogden 
of India also addressed them, e:tplaining in simple language the benefit of 
medical missions, and making an appeal for support, for the same. 

A paper was read entitled, " Thus saith the Lord," prepared by Miss 
^ B. Sewell. 

The next hour was given to consideration of children's work. It was 
opened with a short paper by Mrs. Tozer, Wisconsin, The missionary 
spirit must be cultivated in childhood if we would keep up an interest in 
missionary work. She recommended that the children be given work to 
do that they may earn their pennies. This was followed by remarks from 
Mrs. Burch, and Mrs. J. L. Scudder, Minn, A (ew points made were : 
"The first requisite, a leader who will not yield to any discouragements- 
Secure the interest of the young ladies. Difficulties arise not from un- 
willingness on the part of the children, but want of co-operation on the 
part of parents to put the children in the way of earning money. The 
child Jesus said: Wist ye not that I must be about my Father's business?' 
How shall our children be aroused to an interest in their Father's work, 
b an important question. Draw them in by many baits. Teach tbenl to 
make sacrifices lor Christ's sake, that the world's conversion needs their 
help," Mrs, Scudder closed with the story of the deacon who, while 
cutting bread for the tramp, tried to teach him to pray, beginning, "Our 
Father who art in heaven." "Our Father, did you say ?" "Yes," replied 
the deacon. "Why then we must be bntktrs ! Cut the slice a little 
thicker," She urged us to remember our sisters in heathendom and "cut 
the slice a little thicker" the coming year. 
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After singing "Jesus shall leign," a band of children, boys and g'n\s, 
marched in, bearing a banner, "Earnest Workers." They were mar- 
shalled into the front pews, and together sang " Over Ihc Ocean wave." 
They were briefly addressed by Mrs. Bradley, III., who reminded Ihem 
Ihat in a few years they would be a part of the American Hoard and the 
Woman's Board, "and indeed you are a part of the Woman's Board Hew." 

Mrs. C. I). Spencer, of Turkey, then addressed them, and introduced 
a gitl in Turkish costume, and exhibited curious articles of dress from 
Turkey which she explained to the children who listened will delight and 
inleresr. She told them the children there do not go to school, or leam 
to read and write. They have no Bible, no playthings. The missiona- 
ries open schools and (ry to teach them and help Ihem to a better life. 
Une little girl came two miles to school, and then she could not leam 
because she was so hungry and cold. At Hadjin she and Mrs. ColEng 
have a boarding school where they take the girls in and teach them. At 
first they had to hire the girls to come. Now they beg to be allowed to 
come, and some of Ihem have walked twenty, thirty and iifty miles to 
gel to the school. One dollar will help a Turkish girl to attend school a 
long time. 

Mrs. Aftgell, Michigan, offered the following telegram to be sent to 
Mrs. Moses Smith: "The members of the W. B. M. 1. assembled at 
Minneapolis, send tender and sympathetic greeting to their beloved Pres- 
ident. They pray that in her weakness and pain the blessing of the 
Inlinitc Presence may be hers, and that another year may lind her, with 
renewed strength and fresh courage in her accustomed place." 

After the report of the Committee on Credentials the meeting adjourned 
until evening. 

Wednesday Evenini;. 

The evening session opened at 7.30, Miss M. J. Evans, presiding. 
After a devotional service, Rev. J. K. Green, of Constantinople, gave an 
interesting address on Turkey, from the standpoint of a missionary. It 
was full of information, and gave a comprehensive view of the methods 

In closing he said, "Let no one think that the American Board or the 
Woman's Boards are great machines for the conversion of souls. This is 
a duly for each and every one to perform, and the work is simply carried 
on to better advantage through organization." 

Cyrus Northrop, President of the Minnesota State L'nivcrsily followed 
in an address on "The Missionary Spirit in the Christian Churches." He 
warmly welcomed the Board to the city, and dwelt upon the business 
principles adopted by the A. B. C. F. M., heartily endorsing it. " The 
church is an aggressive force working to secure the clerr.al life of all the 
world. There are more Christians in the heathen world loday. than (it 
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the end of the first century of the Christian era in ail the world. It has 
been promised tharthe world shall be converted, and while raen are given 
up to a material growth, the silent influences that men can not calculate 
and often never think of, the day when God shall have his own, is 
marching on with a speed of which the sleeping Christian is not half 

Ntrs. G. K. Magoun, Iowa, briefly spoke of the progress of the work, 
its reHei influence, and something of its needs. " Like the man of old 
who heard the cry from Macedonia. Jheic is a strong cry coming up to 
each woman here, from thousands of souls in darkness- It is a privilege 
to live in an age when there are agencies at work for the evangelization 
of the world. Women more than men have the power of moulding and 
shaping movements in certain directions." 

The meeting closed with singing ''Jesus shall reign." and the benedic- 
tion, and adjourned until the next morning nine o'clock- 

Thorsday, 9 A, M- 

Mrs. Baird in the chair ; the session opened by singing, and reading 
the 65th Psalm. Prayer was offered by Mrs. Phillips, III. 

Minutes of the preceding day read and approved. 

Reports from the Branch Secretaries were called, and without excep- 
tion they responded — though in several instances the report was sent by 
the hand of another offlcer in the State, all but three of the Branches 
being officially represented. (See Reports of State Secretaries.) 

The discussion on "Our Periodicals" was opened by Mis. Magoun, who 
reminded us that "knowledge is essential to interest," and strongly re- 
commended a regular and careful reading of Life and Light and Mission 
Studies. In this way one becomes thoroughly familiar with what has 
been accomplished, and the present condition of the work. It seems too 
bad to leave these periodicals unopened, but wors; still when added to 
that, the subscription is unpaid. It is a grave fact that in our Interior 
states, there are 1.600 delinqaent subscribtrs for Life and Light. This is 
doubtless largely due to want of thought, but it is a matter of right and 
wrong, and if we cannot, or do not mean to pay for it, we should write to 
the publishers and say so. We hope all will examine the date on the 
little label on the cover of their copy, and if they find themselves in 
arrears, will at once forward the amount to Boston. Others spoke briefly 
on this point, and the discussion on the "Uses of the Leaflets of the 
Board" was opened by a short, telling paper, written by Mrs. S. B, Kel- 
logg. Mo., urging a wise distribution of leaflets. Mrs. C. H. Case fol- ' 
lowed, stating that a wise distribution is what the Executive Committee 
of the Board greatly desires, and referring to their action in May, 1S83, 
when State Secretaries were notified that leaflets for distribution would 
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be furnished them upon application, and to the statement in the "col- 
umn" in the Ad-uame ai that time, saying [hat any who wished might send 
money to cover postage and cost of printing, hut that all were invited to 
send for what they could wisely use, and they would be forwarded. One 
asked, "How shall leaflets be provided? Paper and printing costs money. 
Will not a gratuitous distribution bring up ihe old objection, ' one dollar 
to missions and another to send it?' What is paid for is valued, and is 
more likely to be read. The usual sale of leaflets covers expense of print- 
ing and postage." Another said, *' the leaflet ' Come Jewel and Glory ' 
was read aloud at a sewing society in a home missionary church, and re- 
sulted in an organization for foreign missions." The prevailing senti- 
ment seemed to be, pay for the leaflets when it seems best, but send for 
them anyway, and distribute with judgment and prayerfulness. Mrs. H. 
Plant, Mrs. Byington, Mrs. Norton and Mrs. Dean took part in the dis- 

The audience joined in singing "The morning light is breaking," and 
the devotional service (hat followed was led by Mrs. B. F. Leavitt, topic ; 
"The Lord our Strength," Isaiah r2th chapter was read, and a most 
profitable hour was enjoyed, many taking part in prayer and remarks. 

After devotional exercises, Mrs. J. K. Green, of Turkey, was intro- 
duced, bringing with her upon the platform a native lady from Constan- 
nople. dressed in the full costume o£ her country. (Miss Spencer kindly 
consented to appear in this dress and represent the Turkish lady.) She 
wore a bright red dress with flowing sleeves, and about her head was 
wound a light veil in many folds. She sang in her native langu^e, 
''When he cometh," and repeated the Lord's Prayer. Mrs. Greene said 
the lady had been in Our schools in Turkey, and that she could appear in 
public without the heavy veil, and before gentlemen, was due to the work 
of the women in sending out missionaries. She gave an interesting ac- 
count of her life and experience in that country, and then asked the 
Turkish lady if she had something to say. Miss Spencer still represent- 
ing the native woman, said she was not the only wife of her husband, for 
he wa.-! a Mohamedan. This was the hardest part of her life. Her hus- 
band had found other women who were fairer than she, and she and her 
children were left to themselves. She bore witness to the change that 
had come to her since the missionaries had taught her, and made an earn- 
est plea for the women in this country to do all in their power to help 
her sisters in that darkened land. 

Mrs. Talcott, of 111., presented the report of the committee on Treas- 

Vour committee on Treasurers report would move its adoption, and 

submit the following analysis to your earnest and prayerful consideration: 

In reviewing the receipts from the various states, there is mhch to en- 
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courage our hearts in the fact that nearly every Branch has increased its 
contributions the past year. Minnesota takes the lead in almost doubling 
mount given last year. Ohio shows a somewhat smaller olTering, 
but this perhaps arises from no lack of interest in the work, rather (rom 
Deal causes, floods, financial depression. &c. Illinois, too, does not bring 
o much 3S last year, but it is due to her to explain that this is not owing 
o a decrease of her regular contribution. Last year her legacirs amounted 
.o $z,ooo, while Ihis year they are only %ioo. 

It rei'oices us also that China and Turkey can be counted in with our 
ist of contributors. Surely this will inspire Christian women of our 
iwn land to enlarge their gifts and count it a blessed privilege to bring 
hese offerings to the Lord. 

Vour committee would call especial attention lo the fact that all Treas- 
urers of auxiliaries are expected to send remittances direct to the Branch 
Treasurer. It will make the work much easier for both the Board and 
Branch Treasurer. 

We sincerely regret the $60,000, at which we aimed last year, was not 
reached. Still a sufficient sum was realized to more than meet all the 
appropriations of the Board, Your committee still desire to recommend 
$60,000 as our aim this coming year. The report of our Home Secretary 
says we have 1,248 Societies auxiliary to the W. B. M. I. This would 
necessitate an average of 850 from eacii Society. While many of the 
Societies are small, and some in home mission churches, so we could not 
expect even $50 from them, others are in large churches and could per- 
haps give hundreds, thus making the average. This is a matter vie hope 
every auxiliary will consider carefully. If we raise the $60,000 it will be 
by each one feeling personal responsibility in the matter. We rememlwr 
that one of the servants of old did all things heartily unto the Lord, and 
he was prospered in all his undertakings. May it not be so with us ? 

A discussion ensued in which Mrs. Case, Mrs. Leake, and Mrs. Ma- 
goun participated, and the report was adopted. 

Mrs. J. F. Temple presented a short paper on "Our Appropriations for 
the coming year," and the meeting adjourned until 3 P. M. 

Thi;rsday p. M. 

Session opened at 2 o'clock, Mrs. G. F. Magoun presiding. I'hc 
hymn, "O could I speak the matchless worth," was followed by prayer 
by Mrs. E. M. Williams, Minn. 

The Committee on Credentials reported, reading the names of duly 
accredited delegates, and a list of those who for various reasons neglecteii 
to bring certificates. As it has seemed difficult to have this matter clear- 
ly understood, it was moved that the rules t>e set aside and those in the 
latter list be enrolled as delegates. The motion was carried, and the 
report adopted. 
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Commitlee on Nomination reported through the chairman. Mis. N. 
H. Blalchford. (See list of officers on second p^e.) Mis. Moses Sinitb 
was elected President by acclamation, and the other officers by a baJIot 
cast by the Secretary. 

The Committee on Place of Meeting reported through the chairman, 
Mrs. C. H. Case. Invitations were received from St. Louis, Kansas 
City, and Detroit. The committee recommended Detroit as the next 
place of meeting, leaving a change subject to the action of the Executive 
Committee of the Board. Report adopted. 

Mrs. Geo. H. Ide reported as chairman of the Committee on Home 
Report, as follows ; 

Again the Home Report stirs u5 up, by way of putting us in remem- 
brance. It has the right ring. Vour committee unitedly move its ad(^" 
tion, calling attention to certain facts. 

The loss, by death, of experienced and enthusiastic workers most be 
made good, and will be, we trust, from the reserved power — the "Junior 
Forces." We praise God for the intense earnestness and business-like 
proceedings of our Western girls : they are fast becoming polished for 
our missionary drawing-rooms. 

We would recommend the continued publication of all reai life experi- 
ences and "benefits at a cent apiece," that can he gotten hold of, for they 
certainly get hold of woman-kind wherever and whenever read. What 
has closely touched hearts will touch hearts again. 

"Mission Studies" we are thankful for; "Mission Studies " in its new 
and extended dress we are proud of. We suggest that it be more and 
more a monthly letter of advice and hints to the auxiliary daughters — 
aside from the studies proper. 

Under the item "Appropriations" our Secretary says : "As the work 
enlarges we receive calls for extra grants, that we ought not to refuse." 
This your committee would strongly italicize, and at the same time em- 
phatically underscore the following : We shoiUd noif and forever break 
up the careless, tiBug&lless, needle-v, iabit of ■a.-ithhiAdiiig our gifts un- 
til the last Tveeks of the year. We recommend the -delegates present, to 
take back to their auxiliaries this message, viz. i It would greatly facilitate 
the work and save n.uch anxiety if the Treasurers would remit to the 
State Treasurers monthly, if possible, but at least quarterly that our 
Board may know whether to sustain the progress as it is reported by our 
missionaries, whom we have commissioned to open every avenue of use- 

The very small amount of legacies cause your committee to recommend 
a careful reading of an article in an August number of the Advance, en- 
titled "A Happy Thought," which thought was that the impecunious but 
cause-loving ones couid get their lives insured for the benefit of the W. 
B, M. I. 
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We endorse the idea of our Secretary, that we need some one to go 
among the churches. Some Priscilla to expound the way of God more 
perfectly. We suggest that the importance of this be remembered the 
coming year. 

We advise that the auiiliarics resort to more prayer to stated times o/ 
prayer for the Board and its interests ; that they begin to act at Once in 
such a way that "re/renci" will not even be dreamed of and (hat " ad- 
vance" will go in letter missives and be telegraphed from every State 
CODventiOQ. 

We hint that there may be more new auxiliaries and stronger ones if 
one growing idea be dissolved. Our District Secretaries often receive 
answer, "if we had a minister's wife we might start an auiiliary." One 
said, "I have noticed that a new Society is successful in proportion as the 
willing to work for it." For such deluded communities 
I sanitary commission, with this ointment, minister's 
wives should be willing, in turn, to bear the burdens of mission work, 
if circumstanced to be able. Also this plaster from the commission : 
Paul says that deacons' wives must be found "faithful in all things," 
that the "aged women be teachers of good things," that all women should 
"adorn the doctrine." 

With these crude suggestions your committee submit the adoption of 

The report was adopted. 

The discussion upon "Methods of Work," was opened by Mrs. B. F. 
Leavitt, and participated in by Mrs. Ealon, Wis., Mrs. Williams. Minn., 
Mrs. Parker, Iowa, Mrs. Case. 111., Mrs. Leake, ill., Mrs. Angell, Mich. 

The Young Ladies' Hour was opened by a paper prepared by Mrs, 
Puringtoo. read by Mrs. Baird. giving a record of what has been accom- 
plished by the Young Ladies' Societies from the earliest organization. 
(This valuable paper will be printed for a wider circulation.) Addresses 
followed, given by Miss Pinfcerton, of Africa, and Miss Barnes, of Ma- 
rash College. Miss Emily Bissell, of India, closed the hour, giving the 
story of a Hindoo woman's life. 

After the hymn, "From Greenland's icy mountains." Mrs. H. M. 
Scudder. in behalf of the Committee on Foreign Report, reported through 
Mrs. Dana, Minnesota, as follows : 

A review of the very interesting, vivid and comprehensive Report of 
our Foreign Work, by Mrs, Willcojt, leads your committee to record 
their profound gratitude to God that the Woman's Board of the Interior 
has been able the past year to support 42 missionaries, 10 boarding- 
schools, 47 common or village schools, and 35 Bible women, besides na- 
tive teachers, matrons, stewards, &c. 

Beginning with Mexico, and proceeding to the various groups of Micro- 
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nesian islands, and thence lo Japan, China, India, Turkey. Africa sod 
Spain, we seek lo encircle the globe with our eflorts to give the light of 
the Gospel to those who sit in darkness. 

We note the encouragirig fact that at Kusaie, one of the Micronesian 
islands, not only arc the heathen customs alxilished, but Ihey are sending 
out native helpers to evangelize other islands o£ the group. Several cases 
mentioned in the Report, reveal the spirit of self-sacrifice so generally 
manifest in converts from heathenism, by their giving liberally of their 
scanty means to send the gospel to others; and by their desire to preach 
and enlighten others. This indicates to us the method by which the truth 
may be made Itnown to the entire heathen world- The vast importance 
of our work in the various schools we sustain, is revealed by one sentence 
concerning the. Kobe Home, "Hert Tut or* educaliHg the future methtrs 
of tie Emfire." 

The special out-pouring of the Holy Spirit at various mission stations 
calls for our devout thanks to God. and should stimulate our faith to ask 
greater blessings the coming year. Let us take into our hearts this sen- 
tence from Miss Patrick. "We are sure our friends in America are praying 
for us, for the Holy Spirit has worked wonderfully in the hearts of our 

Not forgeting the urgent calls from other fields, I cannot close this 
report without reminding you of the immediate and pressing need of all 
kinds of evangelistic work in Japan. Every mail brings an earnest ap- 
peal for more laborers, with the warning that the ne:!t ten years will 
decide whether Japan shall be itifidft or Ckrislian. What does It mean 
that the Japanese government declines longer lo pay the Buddhist and 
Shinto priests for opposing Christianity, and declares itself in favor of 
the introduction of Christianity throughout the Empire ? What does it 
mean that men of liberal education, and some of the highest officials, 
who are not believers in Christ, are nevertheless desirous that the gospel 
should be taught, as the surest means of advancing civilization, being 
convinced that it cannot thrive and l>e perfected, without a moral basis. 

The Osaka Conference of all the Protestant missionaries who met last 
year at Osaka, after considering the various methods of work for woman, 
passed a resolution that a training school for nurses was urgently needed, 
as the Japanese women undergo great sufTering on account of the igno- 
rance and inefiiciency of their nurses and midwives. Our Board should 
not be behind in sending out a well-trained and efficient nurse for the 
proposed Training School for nurSes in Japan. 

And now, at the very threshold of our new year, let us resolve, one 
and all, that by more heartfelt consecration, by more self-denying effort, 
and by more liberal contributions, we will respond to the call of Provi- 
dence, as to a voice from the throne in heaven, saying to ua, "What thou 
doesl. do quickly." Report adopted. 
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The large number of missionaries present, parents, and children of 
missioaaries also, were then invited Co the platform and introduced to the 
audience, and Mrs. Van Cleve, of the Presbyterian Board, offered espe- 
cial prayer for them. 

Mrs. S. J. Humphrey, after a graceful, unrepoilable preface, offered 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That we hereby express our gratitude to the Minneapolis 
ladies who, two years ago, with courageous hospitality, planned and car- 
ried to Cincinnati the invitation for this gathering; to the railroads whose 
liberality has made possible the coming together of this, our largest del- 
egation; to the daily papers of the twin cities. Tie Tribune, the Pieneur 
Press, and the Evening yourual, whose representatives, with sympa- 
thetic courtesy and faithfulness, have so abundantly gathered up and 
scattered abroad, that our meeting has in truth been in session not only 
here but in the whole circuit covered by their while-wing messengers, 
and this, too, at the very crisis of the political pressure: to the clergy for 
their great interest and helpfulness, and especially with our deepest sym- 
pathy to the pastor of this church, who labored for us even into the shad- 
ow of the clouds that are close to the throne of God; to the welcoming 
addresses which opened so gladly the doors of the Palace Beautiful and 
the Chamber of Peace; to all the 200 who, in the committee service of 
the last season have so prepared the way of our coming, reception, and 
enteitainment that the whole machinery has been wonderfully smooth, 
and silent, and successful ; to the Reception Committee, day and night : 
to the ushers, the sweet singers, the little messengers, and to those whose 
thought and handiwork have made the walls vocal; for the lavish enter- 
tainment of the church; and especially to the homes and hearts open to 
give day and night to their rest. May all these willing steps and 
the kind thoughts of the last weeks, and every weary hour yet to come, 
be remembered among the cups of cold water given in the name of a 

The resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 

The two days delightful and uplifting intercourse was brought to an 
end by a tew words from the presiding officer, Mrs. G, F, Magoun. The 
leading thought, Goil is our Slrcai;lli; luilhoul Him we Can do nothing; 
Tuili Him we can do all things. As the workman cannot erect the build- 
ing without the direction and guidance of the master-builder, and that 
day by day, so we cannot work aright without wisdom and guidance from 
our Master. Therefore let us this coming year work with all confidence 
in Him, and all humility in ourselves. She closed with a prayer of thanks- 
giving for the past years, and an earnest petition for the Divine benedic- 
tion upon the year before us.

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Reports of State Skcbhtaries. 

Colorado. — Mrs. K. H. D. Thompson. A steady growth in an iiileres; 
in Foreign Missions, is an assured fact, for since Gary, by God's help, first 
opened the eyes of the Christian Church to its duty of sending the gospel 
to heathen lands, the command of the blessed Master. "Go ye unto all 
ihe world and preach the gospel to every creature." has sounded with new- 
force in the ears of His followers, and from that time lo this, there has 
never been a lull in the storm which eventually is to sweep the world. No 
lull in the storm. 'Tis God's cause, no puny man may block its way. 
Though indifference and coldness may fill the hearts of many of His 
servants, though the care^ of Ihe world may crowd out all Ihought and 
work for those in darkness, though with tightened and lightening grasp 
upon our treasure stores, we will not send the "old, old story " to those 
whose hearing might mean life eternal. We pray "thy kingdom come" but 
we stop our ears so close, that no hungering cry for the bread of life, no 
sound of woe and misery from India, Africa, or the island of the sea, may 
penetrate them, and yet 1 say " God's truth is marching on," In this 
igth century, women's opportunity century, a peculiar phase of the work 
has been laid upon woman, and in proportion as she has done this work, 
has it increased in alt the land. As the gentle hand of mother, wife or 
sister in the household can alone minister to loved ones, a^ mother-love 
alone can sometimes win the erring one, as the influence and sweet spirit 
of woman in the home Is essential to the true home life, so in missionary 
work there is a part that that can be done only by the sisters in our churches. 
Woman's hand and voice can alone open the heart of heathen women to 
the reception of the gospel. Blessed are we. if we be found where God 
would have us, co-laborers with Him in the redemption of the world. The 
Rocky Mountain Branch comes up to this yearly feast with her offering 
and with consecration would lay it upon the altar of missions, wishing it 
were more and yet glad it is as much, with a prayer that every dollar may 
be of use to Che Master, We have had some discouragements and yet in 
view of these discouragemeuts can say, "The Lord hath done great things 
for us whereof we are glad." Prosperity has attended all the auxiliaries 
reported, a new auxiliary was formed in February at Coal Creek. Sunday 
schools have been organized as missionary societies in some places. 
Highland Lake, nowigeneral missionary society instead of auxiliary, has 
contributed through R. M. B, to Miss Brooks' support, Morning Slat, 
and tor the "Bridge," some contributions have been sent direct to Chicago 
instead of through our treasurer, so my reports also here must be some- 
what incomplete. Boulder reports twelve members. Two large meeting 
have been held during year which were attended and aided by gentlemen. 
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The Secretary writes. "The great interest manifested by the members, in 
the missionary worit, leads us to feel that the society is prosperous, and 
that God is with us in this work," A significant item in regard to 
Boulder auxiliary, it has raised more money this year than last, and last 
year it raised twice as much as ever before. Cheyenne reports twenty- 
two members. Six copies of Life and Light, sii copies oi Mission Studies, 
twenty-five copies of Mission Day Sfring, taken ; 4,000 papers, Maga- 
?.ines, etc.. sent to missionaries, ranches, prisoners, freedmen's schools, 
&c. , and amount given by auxiliary {100, by Sunday school toward Miss 
Shattuck's support, $25. Sunday school to new "Morning Star." ^17.50. 
— Totai, 142.50. "By their fruits ye shall know them." 

Colorado Springs reports a good work done, and substantiates the claim 
by giving into the treasury of the R, M. B. $111.00. 10 regular meet- 
ings have been held, and one extra meeting. August 15th a memorial 
service was held for Miss Mary A. Greene, a dear and faithful worker, who 
was called to "higher service." Sunday morning August 3, Mrs. Parker, 
State Secretary of Iowa, was present and read an interesting paper. Mrs. 
De Forest, on her way back to Japan, was present also at one of their 
meetings. Mission Studies and Life and Light have been the basis of 
the programmes of their meetings. 

The Secretary concludes her report : "We have reason to congratulate 
ourselves upon the increased attendance, and the interest manifested in 
our meetings during the year, which we feel have been largely due to the 
efficient labors and untiring devotion of our esteemed president. Coal 
Creek was organized February 14th of present year. Mrs. Humphrey 
wrote during the summer, that meetings were held once a week with a 
view to training the children in the line of heart and hand missionary 
work. The auxiliary has ten members, and with hard times, closed mines, 
and other discouragements, are working for the Master; $16 is the contri- 
bution. The Sunday school of the Denver First Church has contributed 
fco for Miss Shattuck. Denver Second has made a life member of one 
of its former Presidents, I have not received further report of the work 
of the auxiliary. At the close of the half year I received report from 
West Denver Auxiliary, very encouraging and showing good work done. 
Greely has sent $50 and has had a prosperous year. Monthiy meetings 
are held on Sunday evening in the church. The outline of the Mission 
Studies is the basis. An exercise of questions and answers, live minutes 
talk upon some topic suggested by the lesson, a short paper, and plenty 
of good music and the largest house of the whole month. This Is a new 
departure and very satisfactory. 

Longmont has raised $55.56. More interest than ever before. Meetings 
held regularly first Thursday evening of each month. A "feast 0/ ingath- 
ering"' one evening, each one invited to bring oRcring in envelope with 
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appropriate test of scripture. These envelopes were opened, and texts 
read alter a Bible reading, in which old and young took part, showing to 
whom we should give, when and where we should give. 

The Sunday school has been organized into a missionary society, devot. 
ing collection of first Sunday in each month to missions, or rather to Miss 
Shattuck. $10.56 raised for Mormng Star, through efforts of Mrs. 
White, was sent lo our Treasurer. 

South Pueblo has raised J35.00, $25 for Miss Brooks. Sunday School 
for Miss Shattuck $5.00. The Bridge $2,00. New Morning Star fo.oo. 
Leadvilie Juvenile Band for the Bridge $7.00. Young People's Society 
oE Colorado Springs sent $50 for the Bridge. Sum total of all contribu- 
tions (635,03, of this $309.95 is from the auniliaries (or Miss Brooks. 
fio6 from Sunday schools and Bands, for Miss Shattuck. $66 Voung 
Ladies, $50 from Young People's Society at Colorado Springs, for the 
bridge. $52.06 for Morning Star. Many of the Sunday schools sent 
contributions for Morning Star directly East. 

P. P. M, B. Colorado Springs, have shown their love and interes.t 
in Miss Shattuck by contributing $150.00 to her support, and West 
Denver sends $20. 

Dakota. — Mrs. Sarah F. Ward, Secretary. Dear sisters of the Board 
assembled at Minneapolis, we of the young Dakota Branch send you 
loving greetings : 

Von will be glad to know that the work in Dakota has been going stead- 
ily forward all these years since the organizing of the first auxiliary thir- 
teen years ago. Like the avalanche, the speed of our onward march may 
have been almost imperceptible, but in years to come the rush and power 
of the avalanche may be ours also. 

We have now eleven auxiliaries, two being formed the past year. Sev- 
eral are on the threshold of organization. There are a number of flour- 
ishing children's societies. I know of eight such, both Junior and Juven- 
ile. I should say from the information I have received In a round about 
way, that every Sabbath-school in every Home Missionary church in 
Dakota had contributed something (o the building of that blessed mission- 
ary ship, the "Morning Star." Many of these Sabbath -schools have 
sent their contributions through other channels than the treasury of the 
Dakota Branch. Hence the total amount of monies sent from us, is 
somewhat more than appears upon the Treasurer's hooks. When you 
are not thinking so much of the vast size of our territory, but remember 
that with all our churches only two are self-supporting, you will wonder 
that Dakota does as well as she does, instead of thinking she might send 
a larger stream into your treasury. 

It is hardly possible for you to conceive of the struggles of these little 
churches in new places, unless you know of them by experience already. 
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Minnesota knows what they are as iveil as Dakota, does she not ? How- 
ever, the stories of pioneer life are fast gelling to be forgotten tales in 
many of our Western Stales. Let us revive the memory a little. The 
story is fresher in Dakota. In the tirsi place the membership of these 
churches consists largely of young people who have come to build up 
homes of their own, or of those who have come to ™-buiid what they 
have lost in the East. It is all a building; from very small beginnings and 
with a very small amount of capital in most instances. Then there are 
the adverse things so fond of surrounding the "early days" period o( any 
enterprise. Hail, poor crops, cyclones, prairie lires, sickness, and the 
host of misfortunes and losses that come through a lack of experience, 
just while men are learning how to live. The care of raising a little fam- 
ily of children in these miserable sod houses or claim shanties, with no 
conveniences or comforts to lighten the burdens of the patient, hard- 
working, suffering mothers! Besides it is not a small trial to stand up 
against a whole community of world-seeking seltishness, that cares not 
lor churches, even if it suffers schools. 

It is true, that the home-building and the church-home building must 
go hand in hand. Each is a saviour of the other. Only, it is difiicull. 
Church-home building means consecration to the Master's service: a pro- 
viding of means for the saving of human souls. Is it for the saving of 
souls in one tittle parish only ? No, indeed ! That might be, however, 
were there a church of Christian workers to every few hundred of the 
earth's population. One church must propagate another. Emphatically 
iw then ! Souls must be saved everywhere — east, west, north, south. 
In western hemisphere as well as eastern. All round and over this ''dim 
spot which men call earth," we must and may help the light to shine. 
Then plainly this work for missions is an integral part of all church 
work, its very fiber, its very essence. Do the churches always realize 
this? No, they do not. They are in danger of making the new organ 
or the new carpet the engrossing theme. 

It has been a part of our work as an officer of your Board 10 help the 
churches to see this thing in its true light. To this end more than a hun- 
dred letters have been written the past year. Your Secretary has distrib- 
uted freely missionary literature, and some of the fruits of personal ap- 
peal have already appeared. 

Our first annual meeting was held in Yankton, the 19th of September, 
in connection with the meetings of the General Association. The pro- 
gramme committee gave us a whole afternoon, and the Association attend- 
ed in a body. No objection being made to their request to do so. 

Our President, Mrs. Smith Norton, presided with the grace and dig- 
nity of one used to the situation. Mrs. G- F. Magoun, of " magnetic 
presence," lent powerful aid to our meeting. By her delightful address, 
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bearing greetings from the mother Board, she won all hearts and planted 
some truths you would like lo see growing out here. Miss Collins re- 
vived the memory of your good work among the Indians by very Ihriiling 
stories of the power of the gospel to lead men and women from the outer 
darkness into Christ's glorious light. 

The finest thing of ail was Mrs. Magoun's Paper upon the condition 
and need of heathen women. And although a threatening thunder-shower 
was coming up, scarcely one left the church, so concentrated was the in- 
lerest. The Paper made a profound impression. We thank you with all 
our hearts for so generously tendering us your sympathy and encourage- 
ment; for reaching out to us at such a distance, such a helping hand in 
the person of Mrs. Magoun. 

The especial result of our meeting was the going back to their respec- 
tive churches of a crowd of ministers, each saying to himself, "We must 
have a Woman's Foreign Missionary Society as soon as we get home!" 

We are glad to learn that Mrs. Norton will attend the meetings at 
Minneapolis. Through her you can do what you please in our Territory. 
She, more than aay other, will doubtless be able to do a great deal in the 
line of Secretary's work. For she is so situated that she can visit our 
churches in person, and so more effectively inspire them and urge them 
encouragingly to go right about this missionary work. 

Expect greater things of us this new year than ever before in Dakota, 
for more than ever, "the people have a mind to work." 

NortA Dakala.—tArss S. E. Judd, Secretary. Anotheryear has passed, 
and the North Dakota Branch which was very like the mustard seed 
"which indeed is the least of all seeds" and which was planted with much 
anxiety as to whether it would take root in the virgin soil and thrive in 
the rigorous climate of the North-West, has been watched and tended 
with careful solicitude, and has not only taken root, but has begun to put 
forth buds of promise. 

In order to place a just estimate upon out accomplished work, we should 
remember the statement made twelve months ago, that more than half 
the churches reported in this association were in their first year. Those 
who have had the experience of organizing and supporting these new 
churches will understand that there is occasion for thanksgiving when 
they are able to go even a Hltle way beyond their own necessities. With 
this view we may regard the years work as very cheering. Of the auxili- 
aries reported last year, Fargo our eldest has in spite of unusual difficul- 
ties held its own and is ready to go on. Harwood (which is not strictly 
a Foreign Missionary Society having combined several objects of bene- 
volence in one organization) is for zeal and enthusiasm a model, and has 
adained the ideal of including eveiy woman in their country neighborhood 
as a member. In addition to these we have four new organiiations this 
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year, mailing six in all. A new ladies auxiliary at Hope of firteen mem- 
bers, one al Coop*rstown which was organized when the church itself 
was but two weeks old, whioh seems to be directed by experienced hands, 
and has contributed in three months thirty dollars to be divided equally 
between Home and Foreign missions. And while writing this report we 
receive a welcome letter from Wahpeton enclosing ten dollars to constitute 
their society an auxiliary also. To I he Plj-mouth Mission of Fargo belongs 
Ihe honor of the first Juvenile Mission Band of our Branch, and they have 
worked very earnestly to do their share toward the building of the New 
Morning Star. But by some misunderstanding the money raised was 
sent to Boscon. instead of to the treasurer of our Branch, so, though it 
has reached its proper destination and helped to speed the good ship on 
her way, it can not be credited on our books. Our annual meeting occur- 
red November iirst, and all except one of our auxiliaries were represented 
by delegates. The state officers enjoyed, what they have most earnestly 
desired, an opportunity for personal acquaintance and consultation. 

We had present for sympathy and counsel Mrs. Norton, President of 
the Dakota Branch, and greatly enjoyed the unexpected pleasure of the 
presence of Mrs. Greene of Constantinople. 

Altogether it was an enthusiastic and satisfactory meeting, which will 
■ result, we believe, in more systematic and efficient work here after, 

/Wuois.— Mrs. F. P. Woodbury, Assistant Secretary. With the com- 
ing of this annual meeting we are reminded that a short review of the 
work of this Branch is desired, and as we glance back through these few 
monthsr we thank God that so many hearts can bear witness to the rich 
blessings received: but we do not wish to rest on past experiences; rather 
let us look forward to future effort, remembering that our work, like all 
kinds of Christian effort, is never done. 

Each day brings new responsibilities, and however small these may be. 
let us be faithful to them. 

Of the twelve associations in this stale, eleven have sent very full re- 
ports of the year's work. These cannot be presented in detail, but we 
must glean a few of the roost important items. 

One says, "contributions larger than last year: interest slowly but 
steadily increasing," These two things usually go together, and that 
leads me to speak just here of one very encouraging feature of the work 
this year. So many societies have sent more than they dared pledge, A 
recent letter from the Treasurer of one of our V'oung Ladies' Societies 
says," Enclosed please find $23 in payment of pledge of $15 taken by us. 
We wish it was more, but our society is small and not very old. still we 
are interested in our Master's work." 

Now is not this the key-note of success ? Interest in the Lord's 
work; enough interest to do it, and do it well. Will not this give us 
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faith to pUn large things, and a willingness to work for the accompti^h 
ment o£ these plans. One association reports an auxiliary in every church 
but one, and new zeal and enthusiasm in most of the societies. Another, 
" We have cause for great thankfulness to the Lord who has taught so 
many to give and work for His cause." 

Six new auxiliaries have been organized the past year and a large in- 
crease of collections. One society of young people expect to raise their 
pledge wholly by self-denial. The Vice-President of this' Association, 
has visited ten societies within the year, and given seven public addresses. 
From another Vice President we have the cheering intelligence of two 
auxiliaries, one Junior and five Mission Bands, organized during the year. 
Pastors seem to be impressed with (he importance of woman's work .in 
this direction as never before, especially those of churches where there 
are no auxiharies to organize societies. 

Another association reports one auxiliary and two bands formed within 
six months: one society that has been very weak, only two or three who 
would ever take pan in prayer, had just held their "Feast of Ingath- 
ering." and it was such a good meeting, they could not express what a 
precious time they had and how much stronger ihey felt for the new year. 
The discouraging feature here is that so few (eel any responsibility in 
training the children in the work. The number of Mission Bands might 
be doubled could consecrated leaders be found for them. 

Here is patient wort for some one to whom God has entrusted at least 
one talent. The plan of associalional meetings has been quite fully carried 
out this year, and wherever these have jieen held, bringing all together 
to talk and pray and compare experiences, (he weaker societies getting 
encouragement from the stronger, there is always new enthusiasm awak- 
ened, and the result is almost invariably the formation of one or more 
new societies. Those associations are the strongest, and the work is ad- 
vancing most rapidly, where the Vice President is able to visit often the 
different churches, hence the need of earnest, consecrated women for this 
work, women who are not already overburdened at home, who can give 
lime, thought and strength to the work. 

There is hardly a church, even though it be a weak Home Missionary 
one, but can liave a part in this work, if they can only be made to realize 
that *• it is more blessed to give than to receive," and that if they will 
enlarge the field of their labors, taking in the whole world. God will pay 
them again that which they have given, by more abundant blessing in the 
home work. 

The Thank offering meetings have seemed to bring a special blessing 
lo all who have been permitted to take part in them, and we hope these. 
like the day for prayer for Christian missions, will become a permanent 
thing in all our organizations.

Indiana. — Mrs. J. C. Haddock, Secretary. The report of the Indiana 
Branch does not vary essentially from that given at the annual meeting 
last May. it numbers sii organized working Societies, four Junior Soci- 
eties and several Juvenile Mission Bands. All the larger Congregational 
churches, with one exception, have auxiliaries, and from as many more 
of the small Home Missionary churches contributions have been made 
through the Sunday-Schools and by individuals. 

The total amount of receipts, as given in May, was $356.20. Which 
is more than $50 in excess of the sum contributed in any previous year. 

There is increasing interest in the smaller churches, for there are earn- 
est Christian women in many of these obscure places, whose "hearts the 
Lord has opened" to attend unto the things which they have heard, and 
consequently there is" more prayer for missions, more giving in to the 
Lord's treasury, and more talking of "'all His wondrous works." 

The Executive Committee do not mean to be satisfied with any thing 
less than an offering from every church in the Stale, be it ever so small. 

/own.— Mrs. L- F. Parker. Secretary. We come here to-day conscious 
of a sacred presence, hearing a Divine voice asking, " What hast thou 
done for me ? " It is a day of earthly reckoning, when our tithes are 
counted, our work reviewed, and the year's record closed. For a host of 
Iowa women— we wish it. were all— we seem to hear the welcome words, 
"She hath done what she could." 

The work of our Stale Branch is carried on through 90 Senior, 34 
Junior, 33 Juvenile auiiliaries, and a few Sunday-schools, all grouped in 
eleven associations. Seventy of the hrst-class, fifteen of the second, and 
twenty-three of the third have reported. We trust the silent ones are 
not as the cuurch in Sardis. but are " watchful and sCablish the things 
that remain." 

Many of these societies are organized on the triple basis. During the 
winter the wants of the home missionary call for their aid, in the spring 
they redeem their pledges for \. M. A., and our column in Life and Light 
reports meagcrly for Iowa. We grow anxious over the salaries of our 
dear missionaries so far away, and come to our annual meeting with a 
brooding (ear in our hearts, unless our faith in Iowa women is strong, or 
we get a glimpse at the very latest returns in the Treasurer's book- 

We have nearly reached the sum assigned us, $4,500. making a note- 
worthy advance in contributions, an advance of twenty-five per cent, 
over last year. In some parts of the state the collections have more than 
doubled, from the impetus given by an earnest missionary, the faithful- 
ness of Vice-Presidents, and increased individual effort arising from a 
feeling of personal responsibility. Many of those who bear this work 
on to success, do so m the midst of abundant labors, and against many 
obstacles, resting on the strong arm. remembering,"The everlasting God, 
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the Lord, fainteth not oor is weary. He giveth power Co the faint, and 
to them thai have no might he increaseth strength." One, who. last 
year asked for a Bible-reader and thought she could raise twenty or 
twenty-five dollars, has gathered fifty, though she is practically a member 
of the "Shut-in Society," In other places the fluctuation of interest is 
seemingly tike the ebb and How of (he tides. Apparently not all of us 
have adopted systematic giving as a Christian principle. But we confi- 
dently expect the tide to come in next year, for, at our annual meeting, 
held Oct. 15th, we pledged in parting $5,000 from Che women of Iowa. 

In several portions of Che state earnest meetings have been held with 
the District Associations, and papers read on our missions, or some topic 
closely related to the work of woman for missions. 

Our annual meeting was filled with stimulating thought, from the open- 
ing hour to the closing addresses. The papers, "Can we afford it?" and 
"How to Organize Mission Bands." showed us plainly our way, and how 
to walk in it — by "pluck, plan, patience, perseverence and prayer," live 
P's. 

Our Juniors represented themselves well, and their reports pro ed that 
self-denial and systematic giving are more satlsfacto y and successful 
than festivals and fairs, good as they may be. Thej have given other 
testimony that sets our hearts aglow. In one of our churches s iteen 
girls organized, a year ago, and began the study of m ss ons Before s x 
months had passed, three-fourths of them were gathered nto the church, 
and with them began a genuine work of grace. "Why do jou lo*e mis- 
sions ?" was asked of an old man who brought his hard earned ten dollars 
to the treasurer. "Because I am a Christian," was his reply. These 
girls learned to love missions, and through that love, came the love for 
Christ who saved them, 

"Who shall sing if not the children?" The new '■Morning Star" is 
aHoat; white winged and steam furnished, she is preparing for her long 
voyage. Our sons and daughters have more than 4,000 share.s in this 
messenger of bounty, light and love. Verily the spirit of giving descends 
to the third and fourth generation; for have not our mothers and grand' 
mothers owned shares in the three disabled craft that rest in the deep sea, 
or rise and fall with wind and tide on Pacific shores ? We bid the new 
vessel "good speed," and "God speed thee" to the waiting missionaries 
on the coral isles. 

It has been a revelation and an education to our youth; let us hold Che 
ground we have gained, by giving new and interesting objects for self- 
denial, to bind their hearts to the cause that is the fulfillment of proph- 
ecy and promise, which they may see when we have fallen asleep. 

Thank-ofleriags and feasts of ingathering have been more abundant, 
how could it be otherwise when our gamers are full and the smile of God 
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rests upon the slate to prosper It ? There are memorial pledges for the 
sainted ones, and a (resh infusion of life from (he young souls gathered 
to the fold of Christ the last year. 

Our arms of love embrace two new missionaries, one educated in our 
own state, a daughter of Mrs. Sturgis, of Micronesia, now Mrs. Craw- 
ford, of Guadalajara. Meiico; the other Mrs. Jones, of Madura Mission, 
India. We have now a bond of interest in ten different missions, we are 
united in thought and prayer with twenty-three Bible-readers, teachers 

Iowa hag made an offering greater than her gold. One of the "King's 
Daughters," Miss Nellie Palmer, of Cedar Rapids, has given herself and 
sailed to Micronesia. And others are waiting the call, yes, waiting to be 

JCansBi— Mrs. F. P. Hogbin, Secretary. The work of the Kansas 
Branch has been this year pre-eminently that of orgaoiiatioa; and we find 
ourselves far better equipped for systematic work that ever before. 

The number of auiiliaries in tjie state has been trebled during the year, 
and an increasing demand for mission literature, as well as a desire for 
general missionary intelligence are among the most hopeful signs of an 
awakening Interest. 

Too much cannot be said in praise of the work of Miss Hillis among 
the churches and auxiiianes; an indefatigable and earnest worker un- 
weariedly overcoming all obstacles and difficulties in the way of faithfully 
meeting her engagements; always carrying the truest missionary spirit with 
her. herself the strongest refutation of all objection to the work In which 
she was so cheerfully and heartily engaged. 

Kansas will not soon forget her, nor let it be hoped soon lose the inspi- 
ration left by her words and trust -inspiring presence. 

Hindrances of course have tieen found. The old cry of. " so much to 
do at home," is of perennial growth and seems to be of great longevity. 
If any execuse can be found for this, it would seem that the frontier 
churches would offer it. But one, the smallest and weakest— although 
the Secretary, Treasurer and President of their auiiliary all live in " un- 
mitigated dirt dugouts" as one of them expresses it, and the entire church 
has but four female members, — sends to our treasury more than the two 
cents per week per member. If our entire church membership of women 
in this state were to do as well, our contribution would be /j«f /liousami 
dollars this year instead of less than eight hundred! 

Many items of interest might be added to the above instance proving 
true what we so well know, that it is not so much the ability as the will- 
ingness to give, that is lacking on the part of those who excuse themselves 
from aiding foreign missions. 

Our.Junior auxiliaries are few. " Our girls " so far preferring to worlc 
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with the senior auxiliaries, and in many cases, bearing the heavier part 
of the work. Some modestly, almost shyly oiTered g;ifts have come into 
our treasury telling their story of self denial or thank oHering from young 
ladies who have said, "Just put it into the general fund of our auxiliary 
and do not mention any name if you please." 

An unusual proportion of our contributions are unappropriated tliis 
year, and often Ihe wish has been expressed that the money may be ap- 
plied to supply the most pressing need. 

We deplore the small number of copies of I^ife and Light taken in the 
state and hope to rapidly enlarge the subscription list. 

As a rule the auxiliaries use the Daysfting SludUs, finding (hem well 
adapted to the wants of those whose books for reference are few. " The 
Telephone " through which we may speak each month to Our churches 
and auxiharies is of great assistance to us. 

Our number of juvenile societies is small, not from any want of inter- 
est on the part of the children but for want of capable leaders. 

One financial gain this year is hy no means commensurate with our 
gain in number of organizations. One reason for this is, [hat many of 
the auxiliaries will be but a few weeks, some only a few days old at the 
time of your meeting, and are scarcely able to pledge definite amounts as 
yet, much less pay them while Still so young and weak. 

We regret the inability of our officers to meet with you in Minneapolis 
through the fact of our Branch meeting occurring at the same time. But 
as we meet on the morning of the 30th of October, we will in mutual 
service join with you in spirit and prayer for better work, larger plans, 
greater results in the coming than we have been enabled to see accom- 
plished in the past twelve-month. 

Michigan.— ^1^. G. R. Gold, Secretary, At the annual meeting of 
our State Society, held in Ann Arbor, April 9th and loth, our dearly loved 
and honored President begged to be relieved from the burdens, which for 
the past ten years she had so fahhfully sustained. Accepting the in- 
evitable, her loyal constituency reluctantly consented to her retirement, 
believing that we reserve to ourselves the valuable heritage of her wide 
experience and a continuance of her efficient service in another department 
of our work. 

In the absence of a familiarity with her new responsibilities, her suc- 
cessor brings to us an enthusiasm, which diffused through our member- 
ship, promises an increase of activity, without which then can be no 
advance. 

At a business meeting of our officers the question of the appointment 
of an assi.'^tant secretary was considered and approved, in the belief that 
a leader in that special department, would greatly increase the interest 
already apparent in our Junior and Juvenile Societies, and Mrs. M. L. 
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D'Ck^ of Ann Arbor was invited to superintend this division of our 

Our Treasurer rtporled the year's receipts to be somewhat in advance 
o( our pledge for }6,ooo. 

We have received during the year, contributions from 90 Senior, 23 
Junior and 33 Juvenile Societies. The gjowth of the year is a toul of 24 
new auxiliaries, of which 5 are Senior. 7 Juaior and n Juvenile oi^an- 
■zations. Eleven of our churches have societies, in eacli of the three de- 

Responsive to the requestor our Central Committee, " The Keasi of 
Ingathering" has been observed in many of the churches, and it is the 
universal testimony that among the monthly meetings, this one has proved 
"the most interesting of the year." 

We entered upon our year pledged to the support of four missionaries, 
and before its close Miss Searle had been adopted by our Slate, Her 
frequent letters and papers prepared by pupils in the Kobe Home, 
furnished by her, have proved invaluable agencies in extending a knowl- 
edge of this most interesting field. 

Of the fourteen Conferences which compose the CJeneral Association of 
Michigan, only two are without any ot^anization representing the Foreign 
work, and recent inquiries from one of these encourage us to hope that 
before our next annual gathering, some of these churches will join hands 
with us in carrying forward the work at home. 

Besides tliis targe fallow field, which lie.q north of us, we grieve to add. 
that upon our book we find the names of many societies. Iiovi many, do 
not oblige me to confess, that did " run well for a time." but for some 
years past, they have failed to offer any token of their communion with 
us. Perhaps we should look upon these as our undeveloped resources 
and address ourselves to the duty of "building the old waste places and 
restoring the paths " 

A single discouragement confronts us, that we would you could tell us 
bow to meet and overcome. 

Ours is largely a Home Missionary State, and in some communities the 
idea prevails that an antagonism exists between the Home and Foreign 
work, pastors even urge that our system of benevolences should be read- 
justed to meet the pressing emergency of home demands; in other words, 
that for the time being our contributions should be diverted from other 
channels, and turned into the one. Home Missionary effort. Help us lo 
show that feeble churches connot afford lo deprive themselves of the 
luxury of giving to others more needy than themselves. The "Attic 
Philosopher" of the little French story could scatter the remnant of his 
morning meal to the sparrows upon the neighboring roofs, as they sang 
to him Iheir New Year's carols, and they ace poor indeed who ijannot, likt 
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him, spare the cnimbs which (all from tables heavy laden with the Gospel 
feast of good things. 

Our pledge lot the year, which closes April ist, 1885, reads as fol- 

"Rrsobied. That the members of the Michigao State Branch, adopt the 
suggestion of ihe W. B. M. I. that we use our efforts to raise $8,000 as 
our share of the $60,000 they are pledged to raise duringthe coming year." 
Happy were it for us could we announce out work already complete, upon 
this "last great day of the feast," Failing in this, please believe that in 
the remnant of our year which is before us, we shall 30 diligently ad- 
dress ourselves to our duty, walking by faith where light is not given, 
that in due season we will be able to proclaim, "The Almighty halh 
been our defence" and we havi " plenty of silver." 

Minatsola.— Mrs. Henry Plant, Secretary, Our hearts are full of joy 
to-day ; we rejoice that the Board of the Interior meets in Minnesota; 
that we have the inspiration of your presence and your words. As a 
Branch we have an especial cause of gratitude in that our treasury is 
overflowing. And we hope that this meeting will awaken an interest in 
Foreign Missions throughout all the Northwest. Many of our cities and 
towns are already full of missionary 2eal, but we long that all may have 
the privilege of a part in thi; grand work. 

We have had discouragements; conference officers have removed; we 
have failed Co get responses to repealed letters; seed sowing has apparently 
been wasted; one society, though contributing, has held no meetings; 
two societies are dead. 

But we turn lo the other side and find that we have had a good year. 
Our Conference Committees have taken great pains to reach every church 
in their districts, encouraging societies already formed and urging organ- 
iiation in churches without societies. Under their direction a Woman's 
Missionary Meeting has been held at all but one of the local Conference 
Meetings. Duringthe year Ji new societies have been organized, 11 
Auiiliaries, 4 Young Ladies' Societies and 6 Mission Bands; giving' our 
Branch 48 Auxiliaries, 13 Junior, and 16 Juvenile societies, or 77 societies 
in all. 

Sunday School and Mission Bands have taken great interest in raising 
funds for the new " Morning Star" while some of them have contributed 
to the running expenses of the old "Star." ♦ 

One Mission Band has given $4;, the support of a Bible reader in 
North China. One church has a Scandinavian Voung Ladies' Society, 
organized last April, which has given $61. 

The Mayflower church of this city the same week of her ot^anizarion 
formed a missionary society, and Lyndale church is not much behind. 
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having formed a missionary society in less tlian three months after Its or- 
ganization. 

Young People's Missionary Societies have found favor in some churches; 
boys and girls from twelve to eighteen years of age uniting in Misdon 

It is easy lo interest Ihe girls in this work but difficult to interest the 
boys; so it is quite noticeable that Pilgrim church of this city has a boys' 
society auxiliary to our Branch, who when older will be ready to do good 
work for the American Board. 

Mr. and Mrs, Logan of Micronesia spent ten days in Minnesota speak- 
ing to as many cliurches as we could arrange for during that time. An 
extract from a letter from one of Ihe churches voices the feeling of ali 
who beard them: " Mr. and Mrs. Logan have been here and gone and 
we very much regretted that their stay could not have been longer. Their 
visit inspired us to more and better work for Christ. It mates us feel as 
if we were pretty poor kind of Christians when we see what people like 
Mr. and Mrs. Logan are doing." 

We were asked to give $3, 51x1, as our portion of the $60,000, nearly 
$[,000 more than last year. We thought it not possible (o raise over 
$3,000; but again our want of faith has been rebuked — Minnesota has 
given $4,103.38. 

And so with the inspiration of an overflowing treasury, and the impetus 
this meeting will give 10 the cause of missions, we begin a new year of 
work full of hope and courage, 

Missauri.— Mrs. S. B. Kellogg, President. Four delegates from Mis- 
souri attended the annual meeting at Milwaukee, and the full reports 
brought back, gave us an inspiration at the beginning of the year which 
has increased as the months have passed, and made this the best year in 
our history. 

During the year, in Kansas City and St. Louis, auxiliaries have been 
organized in the different churches, which give belter results than our 
former union meetings. The attendance at our meetings is larger. More 
ladies are willing to lake part, and great ability has been shown. One of 
our number has visited mission stations in Egypt, Syria and Turkey this 

A new impulse to juvenile work has been given by the new Morning 
Star, which we hope will be followed by other plans for enlisting Sabbath 
schools in mission work. 

Our annual meeting in April was favored by the presence of Mrs. 
Willcox, to whose words we listened with great interest and profit. Miss 
Minnie Brown, our missionary, gave us entertaining descriptions of mis- 
sion life and work in Turkey. We adopted Miss Eva M. Swift, of Texas, 
as our new missionary. She was present with us, and spoke briefly. We

Eleven new societies, four Senior, one Junior and sin Juvenile, have 
been formed during the year, and our contributions increased about four 
hundred dollars. 

We record with gratitude that a blessing has followed our efforts in this 
state. Good results have followed the distribution of miasionaiy litera- 
ture. Gifts are large in proportion lo the ChrisHan intdligemi of the 
people rather than in proportion to Iheir wealth. 

The Ladies' Missionary Asso- 
ciation of Nebraska brings hearty greeting through its delegate, to the 
President of the Woman's Board of the Interior, its officers, auxiliaries, 
and the friends now in session. 

While we have great occasion to thank the Father of all our mercies 
for the prosperity and encouragement He has given us, not only in ihe 
increase of contributions but in the greater interest and enthusiasm in 
the work the past year in Nebraska, we cannot but bow most humbly be- 
fore Him in sorrow and submission for the severe bereavement which He 
had seen fit to lay upon us. In the death of our dear Secretary, Mrs, H, 
A, Leavitt, we have met with a loss, the extent of which we cannot esti- 
raale. Her last words contained in the report for last year still give us 
courage and hope. Her influence is felt, although her presence is no 

According to the report presented at the Annual meeting, October, 1883 
our Association numbered 2i Senior Auxiliaries and 15 Juvenile, in all 36 
auxiliaries, besides ten churches which cohtributed without having mis- 
sionary organiiatlons. The contributions to the W. B. M. 1. that year 
were $518.35. 

During the past year there have been oi^nized twenty new Auxiliaries, 
nine Senior, four Junior and seven Juvenile, making at the close of the 
year, in all fifty-six auxiliaries, and the contributions have amounted to 
$8^2.66, of which $877.48 were sent lo Mrs, Leake by our Treasurer. 
Mrs, G.W, Hali. Number of copies of IJfe and Light taken, 116, 
Mistion Studies 71, and a good number of Dayffrings. 

Id some places the Mission Studies are faithfully read and studied. 
Our minister's wife is in the habit of tacking together the Life and 
Ligki and Atiisian Heralds in volumes and lending them to others to 
lead. And the children, in the Mission Band at Lincoln, send their 
Dayspritigs after reading, to other Mission Bands, 

We have supported our faithful and beloved Missionary, Miss Van 
l>uiee. contributed to special work taken up by the young ladies' societies 
and have found a hearty response 10 the call for the new " Morning Star. " 

In giving the dry statistics of our work we can present to you nothing of 
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Ihe many liitl« sacrifices, the patient hoping amid many discouragemcDts, 
the prayers aod tears which accompany true consecration to Che work of 
the Master. 

In the month of September we enjoyed the valued services of Miss H. 
A. Hillis. who went about among our churches to stimulate ua to the 
good work of Foreign Missions. She spoke to attentive audiences in 
sixteen of our towns. Her words in the several homes where she was 
entertained were calculated to stir up sympathy and interest in the cause. 

In order that this work may be before Our churches, we have endeavored 
to make use of a column in the Nebraska Congregationnl Nfois. We 
have planned to make that column a medium of communication to onr 
auxiliaries and to give items of missionary interest gathered from various 

Although the work in our State has developed, as fast, pierhaps, as we 
could espect under the circumstances, yet there is a long list o£ churches 
where the ladies have not yet responed to (he call foractive work in behalf 
of our missionary iields. I think we understand that the progress must ne- 
cessarily be slow, that " Patience and hope " must be our motto, and yet 
the work o( the Lord is greatly hindered by the want of more faithful 
earnest prayer for the Holy Spirit, bythe want of entire consecration of 
timt and means to the service. 

Our pastors, as a whole, need to be more alive to the work of missions. 
However difficult the work, however great the hindrances, we wish to 
realiie that it Incomes us as noble, brave Christian women, to put forth 
fresh energy, exercise our minds as to ways and means, arrange our house 
work as systematically as possible, so that at least a little time each day 
can be given to thoughts and acts which shall further Christ's Kingdom 
in the world. 

We have reason to be hopeful for the future through our Juvenile So- 
cieties. A clear insight into the wants of a dying world, an education to 
giijc, to do, to impart, will raise up for us in the course of ten or fifteen 
years an army of Christian men and women which shall exert a power for 
good of which we have now but little conception. 

Without despising the day of small things, we desire to press forward 
trusting in an arm mighty to help. 

Ohio, — Miss E. E, Mclcalf, Secretary. Every good work grows even 
though imperceptibly, for under (he sunlight of God's blessing, there 
must be increasing beauty, strength and expansiveness. The tangible 
results of our State work, as seen in the formation of new societies and 
the collection of funds, may appear inconsiderable, but there are spiritual 
results, which, though not easily defined, may be clearly recognized, and 
regarded of paramount importance. 

Our progress in the work of awakening the idea and responsibility of 
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conscientious and systematic benevolence, is suggestive of future possi- 
bilities reaching beyond every success hitherto attained. The appropria- 
tion for Ohio called for $8, 500.00, and the sum total of the receipts for 
our liscal year are only (5,185.23. This deficit may be accounted for in 
pari by Ihe severe floods in the southern part of the state in the spring; 
the protracted drought of the summer and the marlted disturbance in the 
commercial and business world. We also feel keenly the loss by death of 
some devoted friends of the Tlranch, whose gifts might have changed the 
report for Ohio from loss to gain. Thirty new societies have been formed 
during the year, and there is a marked increase of interest in the 'Junior 
societies under the influence of the Commiltee on Young Ladies' Work. 
After the precious revivals in many of our churches the past winter there 
must be many in our Ohio homes who are enquiring, "Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do ?" and our Branch is reaching out with ardent desire 
after these young hearts that we may send them forth to the healhen — 
either as teachers, or medical missionaries, who will use their medical 
skill as a means to (he great end of assisting souls to the light and grace 
o( God. We feel deeply that the future of the missionary work will not 
tolerate those who are at ease in Zion, and one of the indirect results of 
the pleasant work of interesting the children in missions, is that by it. 
many a mother who has turned a deaf eu to every other appeal, finds it 
impossible to remain indifferent to a subject which so warmly engages the 
sympathy of her children, the rising tides of whose hearts have felt the 
force of love under the influence of some faithful teacher, or leader of a 
mission band. Thus the words of the prophecy, "A little child shall 
lead them," are having a new verilication in these days. 

907 copies of Life and Light are taken in Ohio. There is nothing in 
the whole machinery of missionary enterprise that is doing more effective 
service than missionary literature. 

The many women from our Ohio churches who attended the late meet- 
ing of the American Board in Columbus, were animated and encouraged 
by the reports there given of the progress of the work, the estimate of 
woman's part in it, the urgent need of her help in raising the one million 
dollars which is the least sum which will meet Che demands of the time. 

The eleventh annual meeting of the Ohio Branch was held in Elyria, 
on the 15th and i6Ch of October, and was of more than usual interest. 

We noticed with a keen senseof loss, the death of Miss Mary E. Greene, 
but we are comforted by the animating thought of her larger and eiullant 
service in the immediate presence of God from whence she shall "go no 
more out forever." Her memory will he an effective appeal to carry on a 
work consecrated by her prayers. We feel deeply (hat the spiritual ends 
to be subserved by our organization cannot be reached, unless our hidden 
life be brought under the power of Christ, and our experience of the 
grace of God enriched by fellowship with Mim in His sufferings. 
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Wiseansin. — Miss Anne B. Sewell, Secretary. The Wisconsin Branch, 
just closing its first decade, to the W. B. M. I. assembled at Minneap- 
olis, greeting : 

Anew we set up out stone of help, and say, "Hitherto hath the Lord 
helped us." We closed last year with rejoicing over thank-offering;s 
poured into our treasury. This year the Feasts of Ingatherings have 
been delayed, so that we are a little in doubt whether ' 'five thousand con- 
gratulations" are really our^ or not. Still we trust, even if we do tall 
below our aim, we shall not. therefore, be dropped from the roll of honest 
endeavor. Home duties have been unusually pressing the past year, and 
all have not as yet learned tliat an increase of objects means, not halving, 
but doubling the dollar. 

The growth in our state has been quiet but steady. We do not chron- 
icle so many special gifts, hut the majority of our auxiliaries report in- 
crease of prayer, of interest, of offering. Eighteen societies have added 
themselves to us this year, so that we now number ^q Woman's Auxili- 
iaries, and 26 Young People's; 105 in all. with aj Mission Bands. Our 
membership is now rtporled at eighteen hundred against fourteen hun- 
dred last year. This not including the Young People's Societies. 

Work among the children has been increasingly interesting because of 
the sense of ownership in the " Morning Star," while Ihe visits of Capt. 
Bray and Mr. and Mrs. Logan have made real Ihe necessity for the Chil- 
dren's Ship. Some of our most efficient Bridge Builders have been turn- 
ing their attention to ship carpentering, perhaps to gain a wider experi- 
ence, we hope to come back bringing comrades with them. Seven Young 
Ladies' Societies have been formed, some of unusual promise. Letters 
of special interest to them have been freely circulated, and the papers 
prepared for our annual meeting last year have quickened the leal of 
many and resulted in the formation of several Young People's Societies 
and Mission Bands. 

Of new Woman's auxiliaries we number eleven, these all the offspring 
of special prayer and in answer thereof. Most of (hese new helpers are 
formed in small churches, where the heart is large, among those who 
have learned that "giving doth not impoverish." 

Still someof our stronger churches withhold themselves from (he bless- 
ing of the Lord, because, forsooth, they have "so much to do at home," 
But we "possess our souls in patience," knowing they will not long he 
content to anchor idly by the shore, while so many smaller craft arc joy- 
fully breasting the billows in the great ocean beyond. The love of God 
is limitless as space. Possessing Christ we must also possess that spirit 
which binds all nations and names them heirs of heaven, and makes the 
test of Sonship a willingness 10 carry glad tidings of forgiveness to those 
very far off. 
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Among our most helpful of helpers ive count Our Church fVark which 
never fails to send our column of news to its five thousand readers, and 
calls it by its proper name, church work. Another, the meetings held 
in our several Districts at the time of Convention, We make honorable 
mealion of our District Secretaries who have spent time and forethought 
in preparing for these gatherings and by their presence insuring success. 

The wisdom of our Executive Committee has been shown in assigning 
lo our special care two daughters of Wisconsin, viz ; Mrs. Sara Clapp 
Goodrich, of Tung Cho, and Mrs. Arthur Smith, of Shan Tung, China, 

A desire has been expressed that more Bible-readers should be placed 
upon our list, these to be supported by individuals; but most of our aux- 
iliaries still send their offerings directly to the General Fund.- 

The past two months we have been made glad by the presence of one 
who came a stranger, but is now a dear and honored friend. The result 
of Miss Btssell's visit among our churches we have only begun to esti- 
mate. Telling the story of a Hindoo woman as if it were her very own, 
our hearts are deeply stirred, as yours will be, with the cry of, "Pity them, 
pity them, Christians at home," May the plea echo and re-echo through 
our land till we are ready to say, "Here is gold, here is silver," more than 
that. "Here is myself." 

Again, the year with its possibilities for good is behind us, a new one, 
glorious with its opportunities is at our hand. Let us therefore, "Arise, 
and be dtang, and the Lord viill be with us."

Woman's Board of Missions of the 



Article i. The name of this Society shall be The Woman's Board 
OF Missions of the Interior. 

Art. 3. The object of this Board is to engage the earnest systematic 
co-operation of Christian Women in sending out and supporting; female 
missionaries, native teachers and Bible-readers, to heathen women through 
the agency of the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Mis- 

Art. 3. Any woman may be a member of this Board who contributes 
one dollar a year to its funds, or is a member of an auxiliary society. Any 
one may become a Life Member by the contribution of twenty-five dollars 
by one person at one time. Or an Auxiliary may constitute a Life Mem- 
ber by the payment at one time of twenty-five dollars not otherwise ap- 
propriated. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Board shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretaries, a Treasurer, an 
Auditor, twelve or more Managers, and the State Secretaries. These 
officers shall be chosen for one year, and shall hold their offices till (heir 
successors are elected. These, with the exception of Auditor, shall con- 
stitute an Executive Committee, five of whom shall be a quorum for the 

Art. s. Any number of ladies contributing annually not less than 
[en dollars may form a Society auxiliaiy to the Board. 

Art. 6. Any number of Societies auxiliary to this Board may unite to 
form a Branch, where it is desirable to do so for the most efficient carry- 
ing out of the objects of this Board. 

Art. 7. This Board shall hold an annual meeting at which reports 
from the Secretaries and Treasurer of the Board and the State Secretaries 
shall be presented, officers elected, and other business transacted. 

Art. 8. At the Annual Meeting, and all special meetings of the 
Board, the officers of the Board, and also the President, Secretary and 
Treasurer of each State Branch, shall ex-officio be entitled to vote. Each 
Auxiliary shal! be entitled to one delegate at the meetings of the Board. 
Any Auxiliary having fifty members and contributing one hundred dollars 
shall be entitled to a second delegate. Any Auxiliary contributing three 
hundred dollars or more shall be entitled to a third delegate. Only such 
delegates as are personally present and duly accredited by the Auxiliaries 
which they represent shall be entitled to vote. 

Art. g. To the Executive Committee shall be entrusted the adminis- 
tration of all the affairs oE the Board. They shall have power to call special 
meetings of the Board, to fill vacancies, and to make all necessary By-Laws.
